Washington, D. C., June 5.—[{Special.]—It 
fe strange that the eastern leaders do not 
geen to appreciate the great political im- 
portance of the nearly solid front presented 
by the senators from the states just tributary 
to Chicago. New England men have run 
the tariff for so long a time that they do 
not take into consideration any of the rest 
of the country except as means of trading 
off so as to secure the highest rates on their 
own schedules. 

Most of the eastern senators are absolute- 
ly ignorant of the west. Few of them ever 
go beyond the Alleghenies, and when they do 
it is often in a private car. They stop ata 
few hotels in the big cities, but are ignorant 
and unconscious of the extent to which the 
west has begun to dominate the politics of 
the country. 

With a western president, a western secre- 
tary of the treasury, a western war secretary, 
and a secretary of commerce and labor, 
secretary of agriculture and secretary of 
interior all frorn beyond the Mississippi, the 
west has come to have a dominating influence 
ip the executive administration. 


Eastern Men Run Congress, 

In congress, however, eastern senators an4 
representatives run everything? in spite of 
the fact that Illinois supplies the speaker of 
the house. They make combinations which 
win and parcel out tariff favors to the far 
west or to the south to head off the attitude 
of the men from the central west. They are 
Strangely oblivious to the fact that behind 
the attitude of the Mississippi valley sena- 
tors there is strong public sentiment which 
cannot be ignored from a political point of 
view and which will make itself felt later on 
if the eastern men persist in their dangerous 
rule or ruin policy. 

It is a fact which wise students of politics 
understand that the real throbbing political 
heart of the country beats closely around the 
population center, which is now probably in 
Illinois. The anti-slavery agitation in New 
England probably did more harm than good. 
It was the conservative men of the Lincoln 
stripe from the interior who finally decided 
the policy of the government, and the union 
army had its strongest support in men and 
in morals from the same section. 

It was the attitude of the west on the 
silver question which raised up the neces- 
eary bulwark to the Bryan wave. So, too, 
in the last campaign it was in the west, ani 
in the west alone, that the battle was fought 
and won and Bryan given his third defeat. 


Taft Aware of Revision Sentiment. 


Mr. Taft knows al! this, and he is fully 
aware of the depth of the revision sentiment 
in the western states. In all of his speeches 
during “his weste#m tour he constantly re- 
ferred to his personal pledge of support for 
downward revision. I was with him for 12,- 
000 miles or so on that trip, and can testify 
from personal experience that he never failed 
to make that pledge, and that it was received 
with intense satisfaction by the people to 
whom he was speaking. 

The western senators who have been fight- 
ing Mr. Aldrich represent not great corpera- 
tions or machine politics. but the real, live, 
throbbing sentiment of the Mississippi val- 
ley and beyond. In spite of this fact, short 
sighted men from New Engiand persist in 
the attitude of defiance to this public atti- 
tude of the west. and the present prospects 
are that any tariff bill which is passed, even 
if it is signed by President Taft, as seems 
likely, will be only in a smal] measure a re- 
demption of the pledges which helped win the 
west for the Republican candidate. : 

There was no shrewder judge of public 
‘opinion in the United States in the last gen- 
eration than William McKinley. He had 
the faculty of keeping his ear to the ground, 
‘and often when he was accused of vacillation, 
or delay, or lack of nerve, he was merely 
Waiting to assure himself of what the people 
really wanted. He was a believer in the idea 
that the people were supreme, and that the 
president or senators who did not represent 
them when they had fully made up their 
minds, betrayed their trust.

POLICIES OF TAFT. 


Declares Patience, Language, 
and Big Stick Lie Behind 
Determined Regard for 


Regularity. 
MOLDS ROOSEVELT PLANS. 


| Secretaries of Treasury and War 


Explain Administration and 
Canal to Commercial 
Club. 


Imbued with the spirit of President Taft 
and having become familiar: through close 
association with the breadth and scope of his 
Policies and the things which he hopes to ac- 
complish during his administration, Franklin 
MacVeagh, secretary of the treasury, re- 
vealed to the members and guests of the 
Commercial club last night, his impressions 
of what the country may expect in the next 
four years. 

Fresh from a recent tour of inspection of 
the Panama canal, and convinced of the ex- 
cellence of the plans for its construction and 
the manner in which the work has been done. 
Jacob M. Dickinson, secretary of war, made 
known to the club the fact that there need 
be no fear as to the successful accomplish- 
ment of this undertaking, and within the 
specified time—namely: by Jan. 1, 1015. 

These two distinguished Chicagoans, both 
members of the Taft cabinet, and one of them 
a member of the Commercial club, were 
guests of honor last night at a banquet given 
for them by the club in the gold room of the 
Congress hotel. 


Honored by City Leaders. 

Several hundred of Chicago's most promi- 
nent business men, members of the club and 
guests, were gathered to do honor to their 
fellow citizens who have been called to the 
aid of President Taft. The decorations were 
simple but effective, being a harmonious 
blending of the national colors with the flags 
of the treasury and war departments. 

Theodore W. Hobinson, president of the 
Commercial club, presided, and with eulo- 
gistic reference to the guests of honor, he 
called upon Robért T. Lincoin to introduce 
the speakers. After referring to his long ac- 
quaintance with both Mr. MacVeagh and Mr. 
Dickinson, especially the former, Mr. Lin- 
coln referred to the fact that Mr. Dickinson 
is @ native of the south. 

‘‘He comes from a part of the country 
which in my youth I thought it would be 
difficult if not impossible for me éver to love,” 
he declared, “ but now in maturer manhood 
I have come to look upon the south with the 
highest regard, and in no part of the country 
can one find more iove and affection. than my 
father’s son has found in the south.” 


President Sends Message. 


Secretary MacVeagh had prepared his ad- 
dress and read from the typewritten sheets 
after he had given to the club the message 
sent through him by the president: 

“* Tell the Commercial club of Chicago,’ 
said President Taft to me, ‘ that 1 send them 
my most cordial greeting, and while il do not 
claim membership’ in that club 1 am a mem- 
ber of one the three great commercial! clubs 
of the west whose affiliations are so close 
that I feel I have at least some of the senti- 
ments and qualifications of membership.’ 
‘He referred to the Commercial club of Cin- 
cinnati, of which he is a member.” 

Mr. MacVeagh spoke at length on President 
Taft's personality. 

" President Taft is a man of such strong 
and striking individuality,’’ he said, “that 
if he should be doing a thing that President 
Roosevelt did he necessarily would do it in 
a way distinctly characteristic of himeeltf. 
And his administration will, as a matter of 
course, be a Taft administration, pure and 
simple, and as distinguishable from the 
Roosevelt administration as Roosevelt's was 
distinguishable from McKinley‘s. 


Regularity to ‘Continue. 

“The strong tendency toward regularity 
of decision and of procedure will, I think. 
persist, and will go just as far as public 
policies and the interests of the people leave 
it a possibility. 

*‘ Both the natural predispositions and the 
profound training of the president have 
grounded in him a habit of the highest loyalty 
and deference to the constitution and to the 
laws as they exist—regardiless of his private 
judgment of the wisdom of the laws them- 
selves. 

* And so deep laid are this deference and 
loyalty that they have not been swerved or 
affected by the exigencies or temptations of 
his remarkable experience and success as 
an administrator at home and abroad, or of 
his distinguished work as a constructive 
statesman. They constitute now the basis of 
the regularity of which I have spoken. The 
president prefers to wait until laws are 
changed if he doesn't find them, as Wey ex- 
ist, lending themselves to the furtherance of 
his plans and ideas. 

“But President Taft is, above all else, 
the man of progress—fortified and equipped 
with that gift of understanding the people 
which Lincoln had and which Roosevelt had. 


Attitude Toward Congress. 

‘*The same belief in the regularities of 
governmental procedure seem to me to be at 
the bottom of the president's noticeable def- 
erence and respect for the formal privileges 
of congrers. He manifests a marked re- 
luctance to interfere with the deliberations 
or responsibilities of legielation while in prog- 
ress. He strives to keep himself separate 
from them and to let the duty of the congress 
rest upon congress itself, reserving to him- 
self only his own rights as the necessary 
third factor of the lawmaking power. 

“This administration will be conciliatory 
if you do not ask it to give up a principle 
or to go back on its promises. Neither of 
these things will it do. It will stand by its 
principles and it will stand by its policies. 

“The Roosevelt policies, for example, are 
as safe in the hands of the present adminis- 
tration as they were in the hands of the lest. 
We are not hearing much about them, but 
that is partly because.the president has his 
own way of arriving at results and because 
other issues are associated with them in the 
activities at Washington—issues that before 
left to the Roosevelt policies the whole stage. 

¢ These policies have entered a new stage— 
the stage of their full assimilation. This 
acquiescence of the whole people will mark 
administration, and will be one of its 
great achievements. 

“The policies in the hands of President 
Taft and of congress will be logically ex- 
panded by whatever further legislation is

RACE BALLOONS FLY BY NIGHT 


Eight or Nine Seeking Records 
Still in Air at Late Hour. 


CHICAGO REPORTED IN LEAD 


Contestants in Two Big Events Start 
from Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., June 5.— [Special.]— 
Information received at a late hour is to the 
effect that eight of the nine balloons which 
this afternoon started from Indianapolis in 
the national long distance and endurance 
races still are soaring southward. 

Dispatches indicate that the aeronauts 
were carried south and east at the beginning 
of the flight. A’report from Vincennes, Ind., 


dence that the balloons struck a westerly 
current when the southern part of the state 
was reached. 

The Ohio, which entered the endurance 
contest with the balloons Chicage and In- 
dianapolis, is the only craft so far to aban- 
don the race. With ballast exhausted, the 
Ohio landed shortly after 6 o'clock. 


Craft Travel Close Together. 
A message from Capt. Baldwin of the | 
Hoosier shows that the Indiana, New York. 
St. Louis ILI., and the Cleveland, in the dis- 
tance contest, were traveling close together 
when they passed Trafalgar. 
All eight balloons were sighted at Edin- 
purg, near Trafalgar. A message from there 


| five miles northwest of this city. The speed. 
way, with Its aviation field and aerodrome 
is the most elaborately equipped plant In the 
world for motor racing and ballooning. It 
has a machine shop, garages, a restaurant 
and sleeping quarters. 

When the Ohio, first lored In the endurance 
contest, arose it soared over the grand stand 
at the motor speedway 100 feet and proceeded 
over the city at a low altitude. It Was followed 
in just five minutes by the Indianapolis, 
which rose easily and took out after its pred- 
ecessor ata leisurely pace. 

The balloons were supposed to have been 
started within five minutes of each other, but 
several moments’ delay was bccasioned in 
the getting away of the Chicago, which 
did not slip its moorings until 4:07. The Chi- 
cago is the largest craft in the race. It rose 
in good shape and made a bee line after the 
other two ships speeding away in the dis- 


tance. 


How Distance Racers Got Away. 

The New York was the first starter in the 
distance race. It got away promptly at 5 
o’clo¢k and was quickly followed by the In- 
diana. the St. Louls III., the Cleveland, the 
Hoosier, and the University City, in the order 
named. 

The starts were made under a flaky, cloud- 
ed sky anda burningsun. The nine balloons, 
like great bubbles rising from the earth, 
stood moored until the signals for the start. 

Surrounding the aviation field, guarded by 
state militia, a big crowd watched intently 
the busy preparations of the aeronauts, the 
testing of their apparatus, and the adjusting 
of the equipment of their light little basket 
cars. 

Some of the aeronauts equipped their bas- 
kets with life preservers as a precaution 
against dropping into one of the great lakes 
or a river. Some of them carried guns 
and fishing tackles. All expected to be in the 
air three or four days.

Tree Puts Airship Out Near St. Louis. 


St: Louis, Mo., June 5.—[Special. }—The air- 
ship East St. Louis, invented by W. J. Smith 
of that city, a native of Pike county, Mo., 
and former member of the Missouri legisla- 
ture, and piloted by Claude M. Zeller, made 
a flight this afternoon from Edgemont and 
landed at Alex. Reeb station, six miles east. 

It was in the air twenty-nine minutes, and 
until its propeller was broken by striking a 
tree was turned at will. After the propeller 
broke the airship drifted away with the wind. 

An hour after its escape it was found three 
miles and a half south of Belleville, 11, 
where it had landed in a clover field. 

Height of 11,000 Feet Reached. 

Albany, N. Y., June 5.—[Special. ]—The sec- 
ond highest flight in ballooning in the United 
States was made today by the balloon Massa- 
chusetts, which left Pittsfield, Mass., at 10:25 
a. m. and landed at Guilderland, Albany 
county, at 2 p.m. The highest point reached, 
as recorded by the instruments, was slightly 
over 11,000 feet. This has been exceeded only 
by the balloon Heart of the Berkshires, 
which reached an altitude of 12,000 feet in Oc.

HEARS “MADE LAND” PLEAS. 


Relate to Steel Concerns’ Grants; 
Referendum Measure Signed.

Springfield, Ill, June 5.—[Special.}—Gev. 
Deneen tonight vetoed the Municipal court | 
act which carried a salary raise for the 
judges, the chief justice, the chief balliff; and 
the chief clerk. 

His action was based on an opinion by At- 
torney General Stead. It had been drafted 
corréctly by the judges who sent it to Spring- 
field, but it became badly mixed up in get- 
ting through the legislative processes. 

In part the attorney general's opinion 
reads: 
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‘* Not only is the act referred to fn the title 
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of the bill an entirely different act from the 
one referred to in the body ofthe bill but the 
act referred to in the body of the bill was not 
amended by the act of June $1, 1907, or by any 
other act. There,ie no such act as the one 
referred to in the body of this bili. 

“ Furthermore, section 1 of the bfll purports 
to amend certain sections which are not con- 
tained in the amendatory act approved June 
8, 190T. 

**In my opinion the bill is unconstitutional, 
and it ie therefore unnecessary to discuss it. 
further,’’ + 

The bill if signed would have been subject 
to adoption by the voters. If successful in 
the referendum it would have increased the 
salaries of the chief justice, chief clerk, and 
chief bailiff to $10,000, and those of the asso- 
ciate judges to §8,000. 


Hears Arguments on “Made” Land. 


The governor heard arguments during the 
day for and against the bills transferring the 
title in south shore submerged and “ made "’ 
lands to the Illinois Steel company, the Iro- 
quois Steel company, and the American Re- 
fining and Smelting company. Senator Clark 
argued for the bills and Attorney Cahill of 
Chicago against them. The governor delayed 
action. The opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral on these measures pronounces them. 
valid if they “ will work no substantial im- 
pairment of the public interests,” 

“The only constitutional question which it 
occurs to me is involved,’ he said in his 
opinion, “‘ relates to the right and power of 
the general assembly to convey the state’s 
right and title in and to lands under the 
waters of Lake Michigan.’’ 

‘He quoted from the decision in the case of 
the Illinois Central railroad company versus 
the people, one citation being as follows: 
**The control] of the state for such purposes 
can never be lost except as to such parcels 
as are used in promoting the interests of the 
public therein, or cam be disposed of without 
any substantial impairment of the public In- 
terests in the lands and water remaining.”’ 

Mr. Stead’s own conclusions were: ‘‘ I am 
of opinion that if the conveyance of parcels 
of submerged lands described in senate bills 
246, 806, and 523 will work no substantial im- 
pairment of the public interests in the lands 
and waters of Lake Michigan remaining, 
then the grants will be valid.” — 

Signs Jones Referendum Bill. 

Gov. Deneen during the day signed the 
Jones referendum bill, which was passed 
ageek ago by the assembly as a companion 
to the bond and révenue bills, on which the 
governor haa not yet acted. - ! 

His action in signing the referendum. bill 
ig assumed to be an. indigation: that his ap- 
proval will: be given to the measures, which 
‘will allow Chicago to issue approximately 
$16,000,000 additional. bonds, subject to the

‘debt. 

There was no sealed bargain on-the Jones

Revival of Reports Harriman Lines 
‘ Will Be Electrified. 


In order to Increase the facilities for han- 
dling shipments of live stock through Chi- 
cago, and to avoid conflict with the twenty- 
eight hour law during the transfer from the 
western to the eastern roads, the Western 
Indiana and the Belt railways have decided 
on the construction of a stockyard at Sey- 
enty-fifth and Rockwell streets. 

The yard will be located midway between 
Heyford, where the Belt connects with the 
tracks of the Grand Trunk railway, and 
Chandler, where it makes connection with 
the Wabash for eastern destinations. The 
yard is expected to be completed in about 
two months, and will contain from ten to fif- 
teen pens, occupying about three acres of 
land. 


Yards Will Prove Safeguard. 

The federal law provides a fine of $100 for 
allowing cattle to remain in the cars for more 
than twenty-eight hours without being fed 
and watered. This may be extended to thir- 
ty-six hours upon agreement with the ship- 
per of the stock.

With the new yard the live stock may be 
unloaded and fed and watered during the 
transfer over the Belt line before being sent 
out over one of the eastern roads and are then 
good for another thirty-six hours without 
attention. .~ 

Application has been made to the Chicago 
freight committee to have the switching 
charges in and out of the yards absorbed. 


Harriman and Electrification. 

Reports of the electrification plans of the 
Harriman lines were revived yesterday 
through the presence in Chicago of one of the 
engineers employed by the Southern Pacific 
to make investigations of the extensive water 
power sites along the lines of the road in the 
western mountains. 

These investigations into the possibilities 
of harnessing the immense amount of water 
power available to haul the heavy trains 
over the mountains have been prosecuted for 
about two years, and it has been reported 
that the project involved the complete elec- 
trification of the Southern Pacific from Og- 
den to San Francisco, with a mileage of 786 
miles; the Oregon Short Line from Salt Lake 
to Se@ftle, with a mileage of 945 miles; and 
possibly the San Pedro line, 781 miles long. 

At the office of Julius Kruttschnitt, direc- 
tor of maintenance and operation of the 
Union Pacific-Southern Pacific system, it is 
declared the investigations are still in prog- 
ress, but that there is little likelihood of any 
definite decision to electrify the mountain 
lines being made in the near future. 

Harriman frequently has\expressed his 
faith in electricity and is even now electrify- 
iifg the Southern Pacific’ suburban lines out 
of Alameda, Cal., but for the mountain lines 
two of the largest steam locomotives ever 
built have just been placed in service.

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Police Hear Doctor Accused of 
Wife Murder Once Married 
a Western Girl. 


NURSE A WARM FRIEND. 


Still 
quaintance of the Prisoner 


Makes Herself Known. 


Investigation of mysterious circumstances 
surrounding the death of Mrs. Nora Morgan 
Cleminson, who was found dead in apart- 
ments at 4188 Wayne avenue, Rogers Park, 
a week ago today, took a new turn yesterday 
when Capt. Thomas Kane of the Sheffield 
avenue police station received information 
of an early love affair of Dr. Haldane Clem- 
inson, now in custody on a murder charge. 
It is said to have resulted in an elopement 
and marriage of the accused physician to 4 
wealthy western girl. 

According to statements In the hands of 
the police, the alleged marriage took place 
in the face of parental opposition, and the 
youth of the bride and groom subsequently 
Was used as a basis to secure its annulment. 

That this early love affair was a serious 
matter for the groom at least and that an 
affection for the girl enduring through sever- 
al years may have a significant bearing on 
recent events has determined the police to 
follow to the end this newest clew in the 
C.eminson tragedy. 

With that object in view, Detective Frank 
Boschulte was sent out of. town during the 
day in search of the girl, who now Is sup- 
posed to be in Michigan. 

Details in connection with Dr. Clemingson’s 
first love affair forecast a career marked 
with romantic episodes such as have been 
unearthed by the investigation of the last 
week and bear up the assertion of one of the 
physician's alleged affinities that the con- 
volutions of his brain would spell “ woman.” 


Returns from West with Girl. 

From former acquaintances of the Clemin- 
son family Capt. Kane learned that, follow- 
ing a summer which Cleminson, then a col- 
lege student, spent in California, he returned 
to his father’s residence in Dubuque, Ia., 
having with him a beautiful young woman, 
18 years of age. Young Cleminson at the 
time was scarcely 20 years old. The girl 
made her home with his parents. 

The report was current in the community at 
the time that Clem/nson and the young wom- 
an had been married following an elopement. 
Eight months ‘ater the girl suddenly left, 
the story of the runaway marriage again 
gained circulation, and with it was coupled 
the report that the wealthy father of the girl, 
together with Isaiah Cleminson, had united 
their forces in securing an annulment of the 
marriage, charging that both of the con- 
tracting parties were under age. 

Members of the Cleminson family declared 


at the time of the episode that no wedding 


had taken place, that the boy and girl, enam- 
ored of each other, had simply become en- 
gaged, and that this had been broken off be- 
cause of the youth of both. 

Would Not Be Comforted. 

With the departure of the girl for the 
west young Cleminson fell into a condition of 
deep despondency. His refusal to become 
reconciled to the separation is said to have 
led the elder Cleminson to move his family 
from the scene of the youth's first attach- 
ment. The following fall he converted into 
cash a Dubuque real estate business, netting 
him $60,000, and purchased a fruit farm near 
South Haven, Mich. 

‘*Every day has brought forth a remark- 
able budget of information about Clemin- 
son,’’ said Capt. Kane. ‘‘ We do not know 
what we will next discover he has done. The 
identity of this young woman must be se- 
cured if possible. If he was married to her 
the fact might have considerable bearing 
on problems confronting the police now.” 

The police say that through former Du- 
buque acquaintances of the Cleminson fami- 
ly further information concerning the ro- 
mantic affair may be secured. 


Nurse Was Doctor’s Chum. 

Still another girl friend of Dr. Cleminsgon 
was found during the day, following a 
telephone tip to the police. Her name is 
Miss Mary Gettelson and she professed warm 
friendship for the accused physician. 

Miss Gettelson was taken to the Sheffield 
avenue station In the afternoon and had a 
long conversation with Capt. Kane. She 
admitted that Dr. Cleminson had taken her 
to theaters and places of amusement as often 
as once a week. She said they never had 
discussed the physician's home life, but she 
always had believed he was married. 

In replies to questions put by the police 
Miss Gettelson said: 

“I was formerly a nurse at the Hahne- 
mann Medical college. I met Dr. Cleminson 
there. We became good friends at the time 
and after I left the hospital our, friendship 
continued. 

“We were frequently together, sometimes 
going to the theater as often as once a week. 
We never discussed the doctor's family rela- 


tions, though I had my suspicions that he- 


was married. I knew that he had many 
other women friends. He is a delightful en- 
tertainer. He never talked of marriage to 
me. We were simply a couple of good 
chums."* 

Miss Gettelson formerly resided near South 
Park avenue and Thirty-first street. Her 
present address the police refused to divulge. 


Just One of Many. 

“ After I had taiked with Miss Gettelson I 
could not detain her, and do not see why she 
should be bothered farther in the Clemingon 
case,’ said Capt. Kane. “I am confident 
that her relationg with Dr. Cleminson have no 
bearing on the death mystery in Hogers Park. 
It goes to show, however, that Cleminson 
had women on Iiis string in every part of the 
city. As the investigation progresses we 
will complete the chain in the police theory 
of the death of Mrs. Cleminson.’’ 

Police officials and detectives from the 
state’s attorney’e office continued a search 
through Cleminson’s neighborhood in Rogers 
Park. Bit by bit an enormous &mount of cir- 
cumstantial evidence is being accumulated. 
Under the eyes of Capt. Kane and detectives 
who have given time and energy to the solu- 
tion of the strange death mystery this mess 
of evidence is being carefully sorted and 
prepared for the state's attorney's office. 

At the Cleminson home a partly filed min- 


eral water bottle was found ip a box under 


the kitchen sink. Coupled with the discovery 
the police learned that Mre, Cleminson had 
been given regular doses of the water as an 
aid to digestion for several weeks.* Think- 
ing the dregs in the bottle might reveal poi- 
son it was turned over to chemists for an 


analysis. 
Confers with His Attorney. 


Attorney Edward J. Green, one of the phy- 
sician’s counsel, went to the county jail and 
had a long conference with hisclient. Greén 
asked that he be taken to the jail hospital, 
but Jailer Davies declared Clemingon to be 
in good health and refused him any atten- 
tion not given other prisoners. 

Cleminaon’s attorneys later had a confer- 
ence with Assistant Btate’s Attorney B. J. 
Short, the subject of which neither would 
divulge. The mother of the prisoner visited 
him his cell during the day. She shows 
that the strain has been severe upon her. 
She declined to talk. 

After conferences with the state’s attor- 
ney’s office Capt. Kane announced that the 
case against Cleminson would be brought to 
the attention of the June grand jury as soon 
as convened. Witnesses whose names the 
police officer has kept secret will appear ané

Send Sleuths to Evansville. 

The activity of Coroner Hoffman and Capt. 
O’Brien in the case was manifested by the 
dispatch of detectives to Evansville for the 
purpose of filling in gaps in the story and in 
the hope that some information may be ob- 
tained in the Indjana town that will lead to 
practical results in Chicago. 

Dr. John T. Binkley Jr. has postponed his 
trip to Europe and will return to Chicago 
Monday in an effort to’ clear up his father’s 
death. Men known to be connected with a 
private detective agency were observed about 
the Wellington hotel during the day, and it 
was surmised they had been employed by 
relatives of the dead man. 

Manager Capen of the hotel said he had 
nothing new to offer on the case, although 
indications that thieves had been working 
in the hotel were contained in a statement 
by Jesse Rohr, a guest, to the effect he had 
missed a pair of trousers. Rohr, who was 
questioned on the preceding day by Capt. 
O’Brien, was found working in his hosiery 
store at 200 Wabash avenue. 

While it is believed that somebody within 
the hotel was responsible for Dr. Binkley’s 
ceath, the police frown on the theory that it 
was @ professional hotel thief “ because a 
hotel worker always will stand for a pinch 
rather than shoot.’’ A thief who had not at- 
tained to the rank of a specialist in thieving 
the police believe more likely to have been 
javolved. 


Both Suspect It Was Murder. 

“It looks to me like murder,” said Coroner 
Goffman, following the dispatch of Detective 
Scrivner of his office to Indiana to work with 
Detective O’Mara of Capt. O'Brien’s office. 

Capt. O’Brien veered around to the coro- 
ners way of thinking. 

“It may be that somebody in Evansville 
had a,grudge against the aged doctor and 
followed him to Chicago to kill him, fantas- 
tical as the theory may seem,” said the 
captain. “If such was the case, I think the 
Getectives who have gone to Evansville will 
he —s to find that out. 

“It is a full day's ride down er I 
hardly expect to hear anythion hoe tbe 
detectives until Monday or Monday night. 

“They have been instructed to make a 
general investigation, tncliding a most thor- 
ough inquiry into the conduct, habits; and 
family life of Dr. Binkley Sr. and his rela- 
tives.”” ' 

Will Interview Servants. 

Detectives O'Mara and Scrivner arrived at 
Evansville in the evening. but will not start 
to work on the case until this morning, when 
they will have the assistance of several offi- 
cers ftom the Evansville police department. 
The detectives say they wil! spend several 
days in the city and will talk to servants in 
the residence of the late Dr. Binkley as well 
as to many of his neighbors. 

It was reported during the day in Evansville 
that UF. Binkley nad been heard on several 
Occasi0OnS to threaten to take .nis lite. He nad 
been afflicted with rhedmatism for several] 
years and suffered intensely at times. This 
Suicide threat will be thoroughly investi- 
gated. 

Miss Schumate, one of the servants in the 
Binkley residence, stated, however, that she 
never had heard Dr. Binkley threaten to take 
his life. She Says he was always cheerful in 
disposition. Other servants also expressed 
themselves in the same strain. 


Intended to Raise Chicken. 

Robert Parker, janitor at the First Avenue 
Presbyterian church in Evansville; said that 
Dr. Binkley told bim just before he left that 
as soon as he got back he was going to raise 
enough chicken to supply the whole town. 
He had been a chicken fancier tor several 
years... 

The Chicago detectives took with them the 
pistol found by the side of Dr: Binkley’s 
body. They will attempt to’ discover if the 
pistol was purchased in: Evansville. 

The funeral of Dr. Binkley was held in 
Shawneetown, Ill., during the day. The wid- 


ow and son accompanied the body, the lat- 


ter reiterating his belief that his father was 
killed by robbers. Dr. Binkley practiced in 
Shawneetown and vicinity for thirty years 
before removing to Evansville in “1886.

PASTORS TO DISCUSS FOSTER 


Baptist Ministers’ Conference 
Calls Special Meeting. 


HOSTILE ACTION EXPECTED. 


University and Church May Be Asked 
to Drop Professor. 


A special meeting of the Baptist ministers’ 
conference has been called for tomorrow 
morning, when Prof, George B. Foster's 
latest. book, “ The Function of Religion,” 
will be discussed. Opinions hostile to.Prof. 
Foster’s views are expected to be voiced, 
and perhaps recommendations will be offered 
that he be dropped from the conference and 
from the University of Chicago faculty. The 
meeting will be held in Steinway hall. 

Dr. Foster's latest book hae created a stir 
among ministers as great as that caused 
by the appearance of “ The Finality of the 
Christian Religion’’ three years ago. The 
discussion will be led by the Rev. W. A. 
Matthews, who is strongly opposed to Prof. 
Foster's views. t 

The Rev. Mr. Matthews, who is pastor of 
the Tabernacle Baptist church, admitted last 
night that he would voice views decidedly 
hostile to many of the opinions expressed by 
the university author in his work. 

‘*To my mind the book by Prof. Foster has 
no good and much harm in it,”’ declared the 
Rev. Mr. Matthews. “In brief, I consider 
it unscientific, unscripturel, and un-Christian. 
A fuller statement of my objections to the 
book will be presented in my discussion."’ 

“Are you seeking Prof, Foater’s expulsion 
from the ministers’ conference?’ he was 
asked. 

‘No, Lam not. As to what will happen 
after I have read my paper I can say noth- 
ing, because I do not know. I cannot even 
state that the matter of expulsion will Be 
brought up.” 

“Riding Two Horses,.”—Dr. Myers. 

The Rev. Johnston Myers said Prof. Fos- 
ter was attempting to ride two horses. He 
declared that he expected “ considerable ex- 
citement’’ at the meeting over the issue of 
a Baptist, as Prof, Foster professes himself 
to be, preaching Unitarianism. : 

“The Baptist church holds Christ to be 
divine,’”” said Dr. Myers. “Dr, Foster de- 
nies this He is thereby renouncing a prin- 
ciple of the church he declares himself to be 
a member of. He goes about preaching on a 
Tnitarian creed. On what grounds does he 
claim he is a Baptist? 

“ Now, lam not saying I objeét to his hold- 
ing the views he does and desiring to remain 
with the Baptist church. Iam distinctly in 
favor of mot ousting him. I-would put the 
matter to him as I have stated it and request 
that he resign or change his beliefs, I hold 
the same in régard to his connection with the 
University of Chicago. That institution is 
supposed to be @ Baptist college, and should 
not tolerate a man who is distinctly opposed 
to ite idesls.” 

Faculty Stands by Foster. 

That thesmembers of the university faculty 
will fight any attempt to oust Prof. Foster 
was the prediction made by Prof. Theodore 

ares. 

a We at this university believe in freedom 
of thought and speech,” he said. “ This is 
not saying that we agree with Prof. Foster's 
book, but that is not the question. The 
point on which we shall defend Prof. Foster, 
should any defense be necessary, is simply 
that he should not be hampered in thinking 
as he pleases. That is the frst principle of 
the Baptist faith which is a protest against 
this academic attitude towards things. As 
for the attempt being made to oust Dr. Fos- 
ter, I did not know one is on foot.” 

Prof. Foster himself would not consent to 
an interview. He said it is his intention to 
reserve opinions until aftef the meeting of 
the conference. 

An attempt made to expel Prof. Foster 
from the conference on a previous occasion 
was defeated by a narrow margin.

for more than thirty-five years has been the 
home of the Round Bar. The building, a four 


story and basement structure, is to be re- | 


modeled and occupied by the College Inn. 
In the passing of the old Round Bar, ag the 


resort had been known since it was opened 


as @ saloon soon after the great fire of 1871, 
memories are recalled of the days when Chi- 
cago was a‘ wide open” town. The Round 
Bar was headquarters for politicians and 
gamblers, and many a big deal, say oldtimers, 
was ‘‘framed up’’ in the basement resort. 
It is recalled that “‘Doc”’’ Haggerty. a 
gambler, fought a revolver duel with “ Bad 
Jimmy ‘*’ Connerton in the old Round Bar 
one summer evening about eighteen years 
ago. Each emptied his revolver at the other 
as they went out into Clark street, and Hag- 
gerty dropped behind “ Kidney Bill's "’ coupé 
with four bullets in him. He lived a day or 
two, “ Bad Jimmy ” survived his wounds 


County Boodlers’ Meeting Place. 

It also is recalied that in the old days when 
the county boodlers were ‘framing up ’"’ to 
plunder the taxpayers, many of their meet- 
ings were held in a rear room of the Round 
Bar. Half a dozen of those who attended 
the meetings were sent afterward to the 
Joliet penitentiary. } 

Strangely coincident was the ownership of 
the Round Bar in later years by W. J. Mc- 
Garrigle, one of the indicted boodlers who 
fled to Canade. He returned to Chicago, 
paid a fine of $1,000, and bought a partner- 
ship interest in the Round Bar for $22,000. 

William Rourke, a cabman, who is known 
on the gtreet as “ Kidney Bill,” remembers 
the day that a man named Kirchoff opened | 
the Round Bar. | 

“Tt was in 1878,”"’ said Rourke, “that the 
place was opened for Dusiness as a saloon. 
The building was put up soon after the fire, 
and is one of the oldest in the loop district. 
Kirchoff made money hand over fist. It 
was a great resort for the sports from 
‘gamblers’ alley,’ and also the oldtime poli- 


ticlans. 
Sold to Isaac Lansing. 

“ Kirchoff ran the place for seven or eight 
years and sold out to Isaac Lansing, who 
had been connected with the city detgctive 
bureau in the old Rookery. Lansing took 
into partnership @ man named Sickler, and 
they ran the place until McGarrigle came 
back from Canada in 1890. Before McGer- 
rigle became warden of the County hospital 
he was chief of police, and Lansing worked 
under him. 8o McGarrigle bought a half 
interest in the Round Bar and for awhile 
they took in so much money they were welk- 
ing on it. 

“When the gamblier’s were put out of 
buginess—I mean the big houses like the 
Hankins boys, Curt Gunn, Si Jaynes, and the 
rest of them—the Round Bar began to lose 
trade and finally it died a natural death.” 

The upper floors of the building were used 
for gambling purposes in the old days. In 
later years Justice “shops” occupied the 
quarters which formerly was the lair of the 
tiger. 

aevebal persons conducted the Round Bar 
saloon after Lansing and McGarrigle quit 
there, but it never regained its old preé- 
tige. It is estimated that more than $100,000 
was lost by saloonkeepers during the last 
twenty years in trying to rejuvenate the old 
Round Bar.

PACKERS INVADE ARGENTINA? 
BUSINESS ENOUGH AT HOME. 


New Yorkers Say Plans for Capturing 
Meat Trade Are Ready for Execution 
—Nothing Known Here. 


Significance of the Deal. 

This is said to mean that the Sir William 
Van Horne syndicate of Montreal, which con- 
trols the railways of Porto Rico and the three 
greatest railways.of Cuba, the United Fruit 
company and the Ward line and the South- 
ern Pacific Atlantic service, which own prac- 
tically all the steamers plying between the 
islands and the United States, and the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining company, are at the 
mercy of the new company, which owns al! 
the docks. 

There is said to be a perfect understanding 
between the company and the federal govern- 
ment of Cuba, which will expend several 
million doMars in improving the harbor faci}i- 
ities of Havana. 

The president of the two compantes—the 
Cuban and Porto Rican interests will be kept 
peparate—is to be*José M. Tarafa, a former 
general in the Cuban army and director of the 
National bank of Cuba. 


Will Establish Steamer Line. 


The deal is said to involve about $15,000,000 
of which about 70 per cent came from Chi. 
cago. It was handledJthrough the First Trust 
and Savings bank of Chicago, the Nationa} 
bank of Cuba, Julius Bache & Co. of New 
York, and H. Upmann & Co. of Havana. 

None of the Cuban railways except the 
Matanzas railway and the Matanzas Belt 
railway has any dockage facilities of its own 
at Havana.

Features of Plan No. 1. 


Plan No. 1 is the development of the sug- 
gestion made in the preliminary report of 
the bureau published two months ago, the 
initial routes being a double north and south 
route under Wabash avenue and a west side 
loop combination coming in on Adams street 
and Jackson boulevard to State street and 
returning west by Washington and Randolph 
streets. 
The second step in this plan is the addi- 
tion of three loops—one for each side of the 
city. The south side route comes up State 
street, turns west in South Water street, 
goes south in Market street, and returns to 
State street by way of Harrison street. The 
north side line comes down by State street, 
goes west by Van Buren street to Franklin 
street, by which it returns north.. The addi- 
tional west side loop is under Jackson boule- 
vard, State street, and Randolph street.

Breach of Promise Suit Defendant 
Courted Wife of Another? 


Several Chicagoans—one a medical man 
of high standing—are likely to become in- 
volyed in the breach of promise suit Miss 
Katherine A. Carney, a Chicago woman, in- 
stituted in the New York Supreme court 
against Oliver A. Tibbetts, a former resident. 
of this city. , 

Miss Carney had Tibbetts arrested at the 
Hotel Astor last Wednesday while he and his 
bride, Susie Lee Daly, the divorced wife of 
Edward B. Daly, a Chicago business man, 
were making the final arrangements for a 
long honeymoon tour of Europe. It is said 
that Tibbetts figured in Mrs. Daly's divorce 
suit against her husband, and it is alleged 
Tibbetts was courting Mrs. Daly and Miss 
Carney at the same time. 

With these developments came another 
to the effect that Tibbetts and the two women 
were the principals in one street and one 
hotel scene last winter in which Tibbetts 
was worsted. Both of these affairs got into 
the public prints, but friends of the princi- 
pals managed to suppress their names. 


One Petite; Other Stately. 

Miss Carney is a striking little, brown 
haired young woman with large blue eyes. 
She is not over 5 feet tall and weighs some- 
thing like 380 pounds. The new Mrs. Tib- 
betts is much larger—a brunette—handsome 
also, but of a different type. Mutual ac- 
quaintances declare that Miss Carney 
thrashed Tibbetts twice, but that on both oc- 
casions the then Mrs. Daly was well out of 
the way. Mrs. Daly, orrather Mrs. Tibbetts, 
proved her loyalty to her new husband in 
New- York by protecting him against Mizs 
Carney and referred to her as “ that other 
woman.”’ 

Miss Carney was reported to have come to 
Chicago yesterday, but she could not be lo- 
cated, and her friends declared the report 
was erroneous. Her presence wilt be nec- 
essary in New York tomorrow when Justice 
Greenbaum will hear her application ta have 
Tibbetts’ bail raised from $1,000 to $10,000. 

Miss Carney claims to have a “ bale’’ of 
love episties of the most burning character 
from Tibbetts, and her Chicago friends say 
the expression is no exaggeration. The win- 
ner in the love race knew all about her hus- 
band's attentions to Miss Carney, and, it is 
6aid, will help him in trying to prove that a 
certain doctor was more firmly established 
in Miss Carney’s affectionsi than, Tibbetts. 
This will be the principal defense. 


Tibbetts Once a Conductor. 

Tibbetts himself is an interesting person- 
age. For years he was a passenger conduc- 
tor on the Chicago and Alton railroad with 
a run between here and St. Louis. Some 
years ago when 8S. M. Felton, then president 
of the Chicago and Alton, first became inter- 
ested in the Mexican Central, Tibbetts was 
one of the faithful employés who was taken 
there to introduce the American system of 
railroading. Tibbetts invested wisely in 
city of Mexico real estate, and, after the 
death of his wife, about two years ago, came 
batk to Chicago to enjoy his accumulation 
of over $100,000. 
He procured quarters at the Hotel Vic- 
torla, where Mr. and Mrs, Daly resided, and 
where Mies Carney was a frequent caller and 
was familiarly known as “ Kitty.’”’ Daly 
introduced Tibbetts to Mrs. Daly, and about 
the same time Del A. Porter, a wholesale 
shirt dealer, who is referred to in several! of 
the letters already published as “ Del,’ in- 
troduced Tibbetts to Miss Carney. 
Daly was much out of the city, and the com- 
panionship of his wife and Tibbetts is said 
to have caused comment. Miss Carney knew 
of it, and Mrs. Daly knew of “ that other 
woman.” | 
A few months ago Tibbetts asked Miss 
Carney and other friends * what they knew 
about Daly.”’ Next Mrs. Daly sued her hus- 
band for divorce. Tibbetts showed much in- 
terest in the decree. Mre. Daly was at the 
Hotel Astor when her Chicago lawyer filed 
the papers. Daly made no contest. The de- 
cree was granted on April 18. Tibbetts had 
been absent from the time the papers were 
filed until the case was disposed of, and on 
May 5 he procured a license In New York and 
wed Mrs. Daly.

When Tibbetts first met Miss Carney, the 
young woman avers, he bought her costly 
furniture and established her in a cozy little 
fiat in the Cranford apartments, Wa- 
bash avenue, and signed a lease for the prem- 
ises for the year heginning May 1, 1908, 
Former chums of Miss Carney during the 
day declared that Tibbetts called there every 
day and that upon arriving at his own apart- 
ments in the Victoria he wrote her a letter. 
At his special request, they say, she an- 
swered many of these letters. 

Miss Carney displayed many handsome 
jewels which she said Tibbetts gave her. 
Last Christmas Tibbetts gave Miss Carney,

Mr. Tillman, declaring that he did not 
want to say anything bitter or hurt any 
one’s feelings, said: 

“I am tired of this sham battle, or what 
appears to me to be one on that side,” ad- 
dressing the Republicans. ‘‘ Last night the 
senator from Rhode Island (Aldrich) proved 
to his own eatisfaction and to the satisfac- 
tion of the Macedonian phalanx which he has 
Organized and holds together that there is 
no increase of rates in the amendment.

Cummins Attacks the Committee. 


Mr. Cummins said he would like to see the 
rates of the Dingley law reduced, “ but,’’ he 
added, “I shall be content if we can hold 
the Dingley law as it is.” He attacked the 
reason given by the committee on finance for 
a change of duty from ad valorem to gpe- 
eific as disingenuous. In the specific duties 
provided, he said, the rates depend upon the 
value of the cloth which would involve the 
same danger of fraud as would the levying 
of the ad valorem duty.. This being so, he 
decjared, the only reason for making the 
change was to raise or lower the duty. 

Mr. Aldrich replied that only 10 per cent 
of the goods was affected by these specific 
éuties.

A cross fire of criticism and defense fol- 
lowed, Mr. Dolliver, Mr. Aldrich, and Mr.

Higher Education for Few. 
The speaker said there was much discus- 
‘gion regarding the so-called “ higher educa- 
gion” and that there was much room fora 
difference of opinion. He said that of every 
100 children who enter the elementary grades 
@ per cent do not go beyond the grammar 
schools. Of these 85 per cent, he said, 40 
percent do not continue through the eighth 


grade. 

“To teach the hands to be useful and 
skillful,” he continued, “ while developing 
the faculties of the head is the surest way 
to build up a body of good, intelligent citi- 
genship. No person can be genuinely happy 
unless he is self-supporting. And what I 
gay about manual training for boys applies 
equally to girls. It is just as necessary to 
make good housekeepers as it is to make 
good mechanics,”’ 

Training Saves the Boys. 

Judge Newcomer, who has been especially 
interested in Juvenile court work, spoke of 
manual! training as a means of keeping the 
boy from the streets and from the reforma- 
tories. He agreed with Mr. Crane in his 
eriticism of the board of education. 

“TI want to say to the board of education 
of Chicago,” said he; “it is about time it 
took the proposition of manual training seri- 
Ously. Instead of giving little, higgardly 
gums for the work it should obtain large ap- 
propriations and extend manual training to 
every school fn the city. If I had §$15,000,- 
000 I would give $5,000,000 toward the ex- 
tension of manual training. 

“There is too great a tendency toward the 
professions. What we need is better me- 
chafiics and men who are able to do things 
with their hands. One thing is sure, a boy 
who develops physically and mentally, and 
not morally will become a criminal. Now 
what are we going to do with our boys? 
The jails and penitentiaries are filled witn 
unbalanced men and women. And most of 
the criminals who are now going through the 
courts are boys between the ages of 16 
and agg ,

‘CAN EVADE ITS PROVISIONS. 


Goods May Be Shipped In as Interstate 


That the effect of the Ettelson text book 
law regulating prices which may be charged 
for text books throughout the state will fall 
heavily on the small dealers was the declara- 
tion of representatives of the largest retail 
book dealers in Chicago yesterday. The 
opinion was at the end of a con- 
ference ‘ntanana by Charles W. Walduck of 
A.-C, McClurg & Co., Thomas Scholes of 
Thomas Scholes & Co., and W. R. Barnes of 
the C. M. Barnes-Wilcox company. At the 
conference it ery decided to send a commit- 
tee to d on Tuesday to present the 
ee of the dealera against the bill to 


v. Deneen. 

The bili at present is awaiting the signa- 
ture of the governor in order to become a law, 
but so strenuous nave been the objections of 
both publishers and dealers against its pro- 
visions that the chief executive has named 
Tuesday for hearing objections fo it. In the 
event that the bill receives the governor's 
signature, the Chicago dealers are openly de- 
claring that they will not conform with its 
provisions and will abandon the school text 
book field, 

Will Ship In the Books. 

“The dealer handles books on an average 
basis of 10 per cent,” said Mr. Scholes. 
* The publishers will not furnish modern and 
up to date books for such retail prices. 


“Hence they will not furnish text books from 


offices within the state, but will send them 
in as interstate commerce at just prices, a 
Procedure which the state law cannot pre- 
vent. This ridiculous bill provides that a 
publisher must file with the state superin- 
tendent of public instruction a bond of $5,000 
for every book which he wants to sell in the 
state, and in addition to this the board of 
education or school directors in every city 
and school district may require an addi- 
tional bond as a guarantee that the prices 
quoted shall be as low as those quoted any- 
where. 

“Do people realize what this means? 
There are 1,100 school districts in the state. 
There are several hundred different text 
books used—the Chicago schools alone use 
121 separate books. We have figured it out 
that the publishing houses would have to 


furnish nearly $20,000,000 of bonds to com- | 


ply with this ridiculous law.” 

Mr. Barnes took up the provision in the 
law which states that in exchanging .old 
books for new the publishers or contractors 
shall be required “ to take in part exchange 
the books then in use for at least 50 per cent 
of the original price paid by the pupil for the 
books. 


Exchange Clause Criticised. 

“This provision would be laughable if it 
were not so serious,’”’ declared Mr. Barnes. 
* Here is the way it would Work out. A 
pupil has paid $1.25 for an old @yle geogra- 
phy, or perhaps he has bought it second hand 
for $1. The book is worn out and useless, 
This law sets a maximum price of 75 cents 
for a geography. The book is sent to us an@, 
according to this law, we must deduct 62% 
cents, 60 per cent of the original price, and 
we get 12% cents for the new book.’’ 

Dr. Walduck declares the effect of the law 
will be to force the publishers to lower the 
duality of their books and to reprint from 
old plates books that are out of date. 

“These prices are under those now paid 
by the Chicago board of education which 
buys direct from the publishers with no 
transportation charges included,” he said. 
“They couldn't sell at these prices down 
state even at wholesale. Then where will 
the small dealer ‘get off at?’ He simply 
will be driven out of business in the school 
book line.”’

War Department Would Make

AID OF OONGRESS NEEDED. 


Millions Must Be Appropriated to De- 
fend Possessions.

Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special.]— 
The war department has begun work on the 
plans for fortifying the Panama canal, but 
it first must secure appropriations for the 
work from congress, as it.will cost millions 
to put the cafial zone into the condition for 
defense that the department believes is 
necessary. ' 

At the present time it is proposed to con- 
‘struct emplacements for batteries, fortifi- 
cations, military posts, and auxiliary batter- 
ies at a cost that will range between $8,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000, exclusive of armament. 
For the outlying and principal batteries there 
will be sixty 14 inch rifles, capable of sink- 
ing the best battleship afloat once it comes 
within range. 

The 14 inch guns alone will cost upward of 
$17,000,000. Each cannon, of rifled steel, 
costs $53,000; the carriage adds $85,000 to this 
sum, and the total is increased by the addi- 
tion of $150,000 for the emplacement. This 
totals just $288,000 for the big gun in posi- 
tion to fire, and the cost of sixty is a matter

‘Bryant’s and Lowell’s Works 


Failed to Arouse His Praise. 


CHANGES VIEWS ON EMERSON 


Said Murderer Would Be Better for 
: People, Then Retracted. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 5.—Some inferesting letters 
from the poet Swinburne t mund Clarence 
Stedman, now in the possession of the latter's 
granddaughter and printed in the Times, con- 
tain remarks on American poems as follows: 

* Your rebuke on the subject of American 
poetry is doubtless as well deserved as it is 
kindly and gently expressed. I must say 
that while I appreciate the respective excel- 
lence of Mr. Bryant’s ‘ Thanatopsis ' and Mr. 
Lowell's ‘ Commemoration Ode,’ Icannot say 
either of them leaves in my ear an echo of a 
gingle note of song. 

“If given to us as a song ite first and last 
duty is to sing. . The ode is a most august 
meditation. Its other noble exprersion is 
deep and grave patriotic feeling on a supreme 
national occasion, but the thing more neces- 
sary, though it may be less noble than these, 
ie the pulse, the fire, the passion of music. 

“When Whitman is not speaking in bad 
prose he sings, and when he $ings at all he 
eings well. 

“Mr. Longfellow has a pretty little pipe 
of his own, but surely it is thin and reedy, 


Condemns Emerson, but Retracts. 


“Whatever may be Mr. Emerson's mer- 
its, to talk of his poetry seems to me like 
talking of the scholarship of a child who 
hasn't learned its lessons. Even Browning's 
verse always, goes to a recognizable tune~— 
I say not to a good one, but in the name of 
all the bagpipes, what is the tune of Emer- 
son's? 

“Tt is a poor thing to have nothing but 
melody and to be unable to rise above it 
{nto harmony, but one or the other, the leas if 
not the greater, you must have. I imagine 
a man full of great thoughts and emotions 
who is resolved to express them in a word 
painting, and who has absolutely no power 
over the form adhd color he uses. 

‘Wainwright, the murderer, who never 
had a thought or emotion above those of 4 
pig or a butcher, will be a better man for us 
than Emerson.” 

In another letter Swinburne said:

U.S. AS WORLD EDUCATOR. 


Young Subjects, of the Celestial 
Kingdom in Almost Every 
College of the Country. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., June 5.—[Special. }— 
*“ Many of the conditions surrounding women 
and child workers in Great Britain are bad. 
Conditions in which the lives of these workers 
are passed seem to casual observation worse 
than that of similar workers in.most parts 
of America. But the darkest spots in Amer- 
ica are in many ways as dark as aly of those 
in the older country."’ 

This is the comparison of industria) con- 
ditions in the United States and Great Brit- 
ain affecting women and children, made by 
Victor 8. Clark, an agent of the national bu- 
reau of labor, which has just been given to 
the press. Mr. Clark's study of the situation 
of woman and child wage earners in Great 
Britain has developed facts of great interest 
to our people. Because the modern factory 
system began in England, and, together with 
material blessings, brought social evils, the 
first factory laws were enacted in that coun- 


Since then constant conflict has continued 
between the destructive forces of untram- 
meled industry, sacrificing its servants to its 
dominant end, production, and the protective 
intervention of society, staying those forces 
in the interest of humanity. This conflict has 
resulted in a highly developed system of fac- 
tory legislation, based on over a century of 
experience. 

But Mr. Clark found many évils still af- 
flicting workers for which remedies remain 
to be discovered. Recent enactments and 
projected laws do not stop at the factories 
and workshop, but seek to correct abuses in 
the homes of the operatives. 


Women Substituted for Children. 

Mr. Clark points out that in certain re- 
spects the laws regulating the employment of 
children were more advanced in Great Britain 
seventy-five years ago than they are in some 
American states now. The effect of the Brit- 
ish laws has been to cause women to be sub- 
stituted for children in low paid occupations. 
Children now may begin to work in a factory 
or workshop, or above ground at a mine, 
when 12 years old, providing they secure a 
certificate of physical fitness from an official 
examining surgeon, that they have passed in 
school a certain requiréd standard set by the 
local authorities, and that they continue to 
attend school regularly in half time. 

Half timers may work either alternate days 
or in morning or afternoon shifts, attending 
school the remaining days or shifts. In the 
latter case, the shifts must be alternated each 
successive week. At 13 years old a child with 
the proper physical certificate may begin 
working full time in a factory, or under- 
ground in a mine, provided he or she has 
passed the fifth grade or has attended school 
five full years of “356 attendances” since 5 
years old. Otherwise a child remains a half 
timer until 14. ag | 

At 14, children become “ young persons " in 
the eyes of the British law and remain so un- 
til 18 years old. There is no further educa- 
tional requirement, but in order to acquire 
this status they must be reéxamined and must 
secure @ new physical certificate from the 
certi g§ surgeon. In textile factories young 
persons may work, subject to the legal meal 
intervals, from 6 or 7 a. m. m.. 
respectively, so long as the aggregate hours 
do not exceed 55% weekly, and in other fac- 
tories either the same hours or from 8 a. m. 
to 8 p. m., and not more than sixty hours in 
one week. Thereis a short day Saturday. 

Women are in most cases subject to the 
same regulations as young persons except 
that in certain industries they may work a 
limited amount of overtime. When working 
in his family, termed by the law “ domestic 
workshop,” a shild may be employed only half 
time, and a young person may work only be- 
tween 6 a. m. and 9 p. m.., ordinary days, with 
four and a half hours of intermission, and 
from 6 a. m. to 4 p. m., on Saturday, with 
two and a half hours’ intermission. Women 
in domestic workshops may work the hours 
they please any day but Sunday. 


Two Hours of Twelve for Meals. 


In textile factories two hours of the twelve 
must be allowed for meals, and in other fac- 
tories and in shops one and one-half hours: 
and in these two classes of factories re- 
spectively the meal hours must be not more 
than four and one-half or five hours apart. 
Overtime for children and young persons 
hardly exists in Great Britain, the few excep- 
tions being seasonal occupations or where 
perishable products are handled. Women 
may work overtime when notice has been 
given to the factory inspector, but not later 
than 10 p. m. nor more than two hours a day, 
nof more than three days in one week, nor 
more than thirty days in any year. 

Mr. Clark points out that overwork depends 
upon intensity as wellas time. Intensity is 
unregulated. The act is sometimes evaded, 
especially by small employers, and some fac- 
tories send away work to be done by em- 
ployés illegally at home outside of factory 
hours. On the other hand, in many estab- 
lishments women and children do not work 
the full legal time, so that their average 
hours in all factories probably are less than 
the maximunrallowed by law. 

In Great Britain the sentiment of the gen- 
eral public and of many employers and the 
official attitude of the labor party is opposed 
to the labor of children under 14 years of age 
in factories and: workshops, and so to the 
half time system. Some of the worst evils 
of child labor exist in north Ireland, especial- 
ly in the linen factories of Belfast and vicin- 
ity. A factory inspector, making a special 
investigation of conditions in this district, 
found that illegal employment of children 
under age was not uncommon, and that chil- 
dren with surgeon’s certificates were work- 
ing at tasks beyond their strength and capac-

After a long morning, 
begun when most of us are asleep, at lugging 
bobbins, doffing bobbins, laying on bobbins 
in the spinning rooms, or tenting in the 
weaving sheds, can you wonder that the chil- 
éren find it hard to concentrate their minds 
on the mysteries of arithmetic and gram- 
mar?’*’ 
.“The value of a study of British condi- 
tions,’’ Mr. Clark concludes, “lies in the 
more vivid appreciation it gives us of the 
ultimate evil tendencies of even regulated 
industrialism upon workers. Broader and 
more generous remedies must be discovered 
for these evils before it is too late. Such 
remedies are being experimented with ip 
England. Present conditions in that coun- 
try are an improvement upon those of the 
past; butcit is coming to be understood that 
the influence of the law must exceed the 
bounds of the factory. 
Reforms must extend into the homes of 
workers, governing the intimate affairs of 
domestic life, and they can be accomplished 
only by gradually’ introducing higher effi- 
ciency, higher earnings, and a more intelli- 
gent distribution of home expenditures. 
Fundamentally, therefore, the problem has 
two aspects—economic and educational. The 
importance of both aspects is recognized and 
the method of education is understood. Eco- 
nomic readjustment to make possible higher 
earnings is a yet untried field of legislation. 
England seems disposed to enter it experi- 
mentally, however, by establishing wage 
boards.” 


America’s Work in World Education. 


The part the United States is playing in the 
educational movement of the world is revealed 
by the first of a series of bulletins on the sub- 
ject just issued by the national bureau of ed- 
ucation. Elmer BE. Brown, the commissioner, 
states that a recent inquiry shows that in 
nine of the American institutione there were 
at least 942 foreign students enrolled. They 
were distributed as follows: From other 
countries of North America, 344; from South 
America, 74; from Europe, 202; from Asia, 
249; from Africa, 16; and from Australia, 57. 
An article published in Science claims 1,262 
students from foreign countries enrolled in 
twenty-seven of our leading colleges and uni- 
versities, 

While the number of Chinese students in 
this country is not definitely known, it is 
probable that, including both elementary and 
higher institutions, it is now over 300. Ac- 
cordi to the bulletin Yale has the highest 
num of Chinese students—twenty-five. 
Haryard and the University of Pennsylvania 
are tied for second place with twenty-three 
each. At the University of Illinois twenty 
were reported enrolled. Eight are in attend- 
ance at the University of Chicago. Several 
have studied from time to time at the North- 
western university. Chinese students are at 
Indiana university, Purdue university, and 
De Pauw university. 

There appear to be young subjects of the 
Celestial kingdom at almost every college 
and university in the country. Prof. John 
Fryer of the University of California was re- 
quested by Commissioner Brown to prepare 
an account of the educational advantages 
and opportunities offered to Chinese students 
in this country. Mr. Fryer went to China, re- 
mained five weeks in Shanghai, and made a 
five weeks’ tour in northern China. He says 
that this Journey gave him valuable oppor- 
tunities to get into touch with the chief edu- 
cational centers and to investigate the main 
features of What is known as the "' new learn- 
ing.”’ 


“Wild Craze” for Western Learning. 


“My last visit,”” he observes, ‘‘ was five 
years ago, and during this period the con- 
servatism which characterizes the national 
education in past centuries seems to have dis- 
appeared. In its place there is what may 
almost be called a‘ wild craze.’ for western 
learning pervading all classes of society. To 
satisfy this growing demand an elaborate 
national educational system has been organ- 
ized, covering almost every branch of in- 
struction from the elementary to the most 
advanced. This system is being carried out 
as far as circumstances will permit under 
the direction of the central board of educa- 
tion at Pekin, with a provincial board in each 
province. The most strenuous efforts are 
being made and great sums of money ex- 
pended to establish new schools and colleges. 
Almost as much seems to be done by private 
individuals as by the government itself. 

‘From the outset it was felt that the 
nvasses of the people could be instructed only 
through the medium of their own language. 
Hence the want of competent Chinese teach- 
ers and suitable Chinese text books has been 
keenly realized. To provide these in suffi- 
cient numbers and of adequate grade, as well 
as to keep China in touch with the progress 
of western civilization, many of the most in- 
telligent young men and women have been 
sent to study abroad. It was found that 
these required a thorough Chinese education 
to begin with; together with good elementary 
attainments in a foreign language and in 
some of the branches of western learning be- 
fore leaving China. 


Pioneers to Prepare Text Books. 


“It was easily seen that such students 
entering the universities of America and 
Europe and graduating after a full course 
of study, would be able, on returning to 
China, to prepare text books and fill all im- 
portant positions in schools and colleges 
under the boards of education, while many 
of.them could hold offices in the various 
branches of the civil service where a know!l- 
edge of sciences and arts or of internationa) 
affairs is indispensable. With such pioneers 
as a basis it appeared possible to educate 
the whole country through the medium of 
its own language in a comparatively short 
time.”

GERMANS WILD WITH JOY 


Still Long Way Behind Wrights, 
First in Aerial Conquest, 
London Comments. / 


_ [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, June 5.—Action taken by the 
American signal corps as a result of Count 
Zeppelin’s feat has attracted a great deal of 
attention in England, where, assuming that 
possible developments in aerial navigation 
require the taking of such protective meas- 
ures there is a much greater urgency than 
in the cibe of the United States. 

It is impossible to learn whether the Brit- 
ish admiralty is drawing up any plans for 
protecting the country against an aerial in- 
vasion, but an interesting series of state- 
ments has been obtained in the course of in- 
quiries regarding the matter. | 

Curiously enough, Capt. Crutchley, secre- 
tary of the Navy league, which has been 
taking the utmost advantage of * Dread- 
noughtitis,” shares the official view “* that 
the success of the Zeppelin trip should in- 
duce hard headed people like the Yankees to 
set their navy department in motion on a 
‘scare campaign’ of this sort is quite out- 
side the range of practical common sense, in 
my opinion.’’ 


Britain Is Slow to Act. 

* Prankly I don’t believe a word of it. 
As to whether British naval authorities are 
making any special preparations in conse- 
quence of thig remarkable flight I, of course, 
cannot tell you anything, no more than can 
anybody else, and can only say I should be 
much surprised if they were.’’ 

Capt. Grant of the royal navy, acting as 
deputy for Rear Admiral the Hon. Alexander 
Bethell, director of the naval intelligence 
department of the British admiralty, laughed 
when questioned on the subject. ‘‘ What 
you might call taking time by.the forelock,”’ 
said he, “if reports of the American action 
be correct.” Capt. Grant eaid the whole 
question of British defense was being studied 
most carefully by the naval committee under 
Asquith, but that he had no information to 
furnish, and if he had he could furnish none. 


Still Far Behind the Wrights. 

Count Zeppelin’s progress had been con- 
siderable, but it was still a long way be- 
hind the Wright aeroplane, which was really 
the first thing in the world in an aerial flight. 
It was surprising, he said, that the Amer- 
ican navy department should consider this 
small measure of success as worthy of its 
serious attention, insofar as to embark upon 
a costly outlay of aerial stations such as 
has been announced. 

Various naval officers interviewed, while 
admitting that the Zeppelin airship had 
achieved a great feat, said that as a war en- 
gine they regarded it as of little moment. 

“ What? Another scare?’ said one officer 
of the highest rank. ‘ This one seems even 
less justified than the last. Why, with the 
United States more than 3,000 miles away 
from the German naval stations, a series 
of aerial stations on the American seaboard 
seems hardly needed to give warning of an 
invading force. Of course, airships could 
battle with each other in the air, but we have 
guns quite long enough to reach them. 


Sees Nothing Yet to Fear. 

‘‘In my opinion, American authorities are 
quite right to be alive to all coming possi- 
bilities, but I cannot see anything to fear 
from the Zeppelin airship, either now or 
within a measurable date. 

* As to whether Great Britain, as a nava! 
power, is doing anything to grapple with this 
problematic danger, I can gay nothing ofa 
definite nature. She is, as usual, slowly be- 
ginning to realize the necessity of consider- 
ing the question in all its bearings, but as 
to her having taken any steps towards fac- 
ing a possible outcome of Zeppelin’s thirty- 
eight hours’ flight. it is unlikely that this 
has yet been considered as an integral part 
in the general scheme for defense.”’ 

H. E. Perrin, secretary of the Aero club. 
uttered the first note or unqualified approval! 
of .the plans of the American signal corps 
when he said it was the unanimous opinion 
of members of the Aero club without distinc- 
tion that Secretary Dickinson's reported in- 
tentions were steps in the right direction. 

It would be sure, he said, to give fresh 
impetus to whatever the British government 
was doing, of which nobody outside had at 
present any knowledge. The startling suc- 
cess of the Zeppelin ship was undoubtedly 
worthy of the attention of the British nava! 
authorities and the American lead should 
have a prompt following on the part of the 
Britons. ' 

Germans Mad with Joy. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, June 5.—Hardly madder patriotic 
enthusiasm could have been caused by a 
victorious battle than the delirium of joy 
to which Germany has given itself over this 
week in connection with the thirty-eight 
hour 950 mile trip of Count Zeppelin’s mighty 
airship, the Zeppelin Ll. 

The disappointment of the kaiser and his 
Berliners .in being deprived of the privilege 
of welcoming the conqueror Sunday night 
has been wholly obliterated by the vessel's 
epoch making flight across the country. The 
nation was already intoxicated with joy over 
its feat In remaining aloft continuously for 
more than a day and a half. 

When it rose triumphantly from its wreck- 
age at Goppingen Tuesday afternoon and 
started homeward with a patched up prow 
and crippled frame, the fatherland’s exuber- 
ance attained a degfee which we in America 
are accustomed to describe as speechless.

The first contest was in class 28, competi- 
tion for novice tandems exceeding fifteen 
hands, in which Wiliam H. Moore of New 
York carried off first and fourth honors with 
Hildegarde and Leonidas and ‘Thaddeus and 
Thetus, , respectively. Mf. Moore's entries 
had againet them thirteen of the best tan- 
dems England could produce. Moonshine 
and Virginia, owned by C. W. Watson of Bal- 
timore, received specia| mention in this class. 

E. T. Stotesbury of Philadelphia took both 
first and second prizes in class 15, pairs of 
light harness horses, 4 years old or over. 
roadsters or trotters undocked. Lugane and 
Tom were first and Lucia and Pearl second. 
Third and fourth honors in this competition 
wem to American bred horsef owned by 
Walter Winans. 


One English Horse Wins. 

The greatest interest was taken ip class 21, 
judging of twenty-nine novices, single har- 
nessed horses, over 14 and not exceeding 16 
hands. England hasheretofore been supreme 
im this class. The twenty-nine entries were 
finally weeded out until it was a question 
whether the first money should go to Moore's 
mare Phyllis or to Mathias, a brown stallion 
owned by Alexander Bowie of London. The 
judges, after long consideration, declared in 
favor of Mathias and gave Phyllis second 

rize. 

r Third in class 51 for road teams, not under 
15.1 hands, went to W. H. Moore, while A. G. 
Vanderbilt took fourth and fifth prizes. The 
teams were four-in-hands, the venture chal- 
lenge cup, presented by Alfred G. Vanderbilt.

One Thousand Horses Shown. 

This, the third international show, is the 
greatest London ever has seen. Olympia has 
stabling for 1,000 horses, all of which is oc- 
cupied, and 200 entries have been lodged out- 
side. 

All the British empire except India is rep- 
resented in the entries for the king’s gold 
cup, the contest for which is open to all the 
nations of the world. Argentina and Italy 
have sent some excellent riding and driving 
horses. No individual exhibiters, however, 
approach either in numbers of the exhibits 
or in the magnificence of the installation of 
the three principal ones of American nation- 
ality—Moore, Vanderbilt, and Walter Winans. 

A conservative estimate of the cost of con- 
struction and decoration of the stabling for 
the Moore horses is $10,000, while Vanderbilt 
and Winans both expended nearly as much 
in this way. Never has the noblest friend of 
man been cared for more luxuriously, unless 
it were Caliguila's deified steed. 

In contrast with the showings of American 
installations is the absolute plainness of most 
of those of the exhibiters of other national- 
ities, particularly the English.

She ie fond of playing piano. duets, and, like 
every person who enjoys this form of tonal pleasure—playing not to perfect any par- 
ticular composition, but to become acquainted with new music—she has discovered 
that the greatest hindrance to such pleasure is the difficulty of obtaining a supply of 
printed music without too great expenditure of money. 

There is a. vast number of compositions which amateurs and professional. would 
pelish examining and playing which they do not care to have permanently in their 
brary. Yet to purchase such compositions and have them remain virtually dead 
material on the shelves or to throw them away is to spend more than frequently is 
possible or desirable. | 

To meet this need for music without undue cost, the writer to Tos Tarscwn 
urges the founding in Chicago of a Music Public Library—a Mbrary built and sup- 
ported by the people and co printed music of all kinds which can be circ 
lated just as the books are circulated at present from the public library. 

_ The idea seems an excellent one, for its carrying out would mean the placing at 
the disposal of music lovers not only all the standard works in musical Mterature, 
but also all new compositions. Interested students would be enabled to “read over” 
al] works they were to hear in forthcoming recitals or concerts, and this without any 


expense to themselves other than time. Professionals seeking for new material for ‘ 


their public work or their teaching could here examine and investigate at their leisure 
and without cost. There is not a home where music is a factor of entertainment or 
study, nor a music school, college, or conservatory of any kind which would not benefit 
immensely by the existence of such an inatitution. 

The writer also suggests that in connection with euch a Mbrary there coud 
an auditorium where concerts could be given by young composers who wi! 
have their writings “tried out” in public. Music students of the city 
terested in such undertakings and could be induced to furnish the int | 
needed for such performances, the gain being not only to the composer but to. the 

‘ students as well, since it would enable them to test their executive powers. : 

In such a building there could be also rooms where different kinds of 
ments were at disposal both for performance, for examination, and for the 
over of compositions—rooms the walls of which were made sound proof being in- 
eluded in the scheme of the building. The employés of the building could be drawn 
partly from the ranks of students, thus enabling deserving ones to earn a portion of 
their means for education. : 

The plan impresses as a most desirable one, and the city would be materially 
enriched by the possessing of such a library. The question of “how” hase not 
escaped the fair writer’s consideration. She says at the close of her communication: 

“ Why should only the rich people always be expected to open their pocketbooks 
and give so and so many thousands of dollars? If they will help, all right, but let 
us not expect everything from them alone. We alone cannot do it, but if all of us 
help and everybody becomes interested the plan can be realized.”

Ingenious Plan to Raise Necessary Funds. 


And the scheme proposed for raising the needed funds is an ingenious one. It 
was suggested by a certain procedure in Europe. In Lahr, a little town in_ Baden, 
Germany, the citizens desired to erect a school for orphans. They set to work, and 
while the collecting of the money demanded a goodly amount of time, the Germans 
were true to their national characteristics and their purpose. They kept steadily at 
it and today the school stands a monument to their patience, 

The building was paid for and is maintained from the money obtained by the 
saving of cigar clippings! The people having the project in view placed in every 
house, in every restaurant and café, in every shop and store a little box marked 
with the motto, “Many littles make a much,” and into these boxes all smokers 

placed the clippings of their cigars and the unsmoked stumps. As soon as the boxes 
became filled some one having the matter in charge took the contents to ae head- 
quarters, and there they were disposed of to a firm of tobacco and enuff manufaet 
ers. The money was deposited in bank and permitted to. accumulate 
éufiéieat;sum had been obtained work upon the school was begun.

The lady who urges the establishing of a Music Public Library in Chicago eug- 
gests the adopting of the same plan here that made possible the orphan school in 


Lahr. She believes the women of the city and the music students, if they take the 
matter up with enthusiasm, can by the distributing of boxes for cigar clippings soon 
bring together a fund of money sufficient to begin the formation of the library. There 
are smokers enough in Chicago surely to bring in a goodly sum, if only every clipping 
could be saved for a certain time. The project is worth the trying at least and the 
eause is unmistakably a most worthy and admirable one. 

The writer also points out that it frequently occurs that people about to move 
find: themselves with a large quantity of music on their hands—music that is no longer 
of any especial value to them, but which would possess its full original value for some 
other person if. it should be placed at the latter’s disposal. The possibility of mone- 
tary gain from the selling of such second hand music is virtually nil,/for no one save 
the old paper dealer will buy it, and even he will give little or nothing for it. To 
these movers, the having of a public library where such music could be sent and placed 
at the disposal of people who could use it would be a godsend.

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Dean of Critics Has Another Chance. 


The presentation in New York at the Hackett theater of “The Narrow Path,” 
which was withdrawn after a single performance because of its offensive character, 
gave William Winter opportunity to write one of his scathing articles on the pruri- 
ent drama. The dean is a master of invective, just as he is of the poetic and the 
lovely, and he employs his best powers on the case in question. After listing a 
Series of objectionable plays which have been put forward during the season just 
ended—“ The Devil,” “Salvation Nell,” “The Blue Mouse,” and “The Girl from 
Rector’s’’ are the only ones that have been seen here in Chicago—he reviews “The 
Narrow Path” and then ends his article with the following excellent putting of the 
case of the “‘ moral lesson” drama: 

“Protest against degradation of the theater and defilement of the public mind, 
whether for pecuniary gain-or for notoriety, is not made in the interest of youth 
alone, but also in that of respectable maturity. No decent person desires that the 
public mind should be deluged with filth and devoted to the useless contemplation 
of social sins and evils that are not in the slightest degree mitigated by such per- 
formances. It is true that the cesspool should be cleansed, but it is neither necessary 
nor desirable that the public should be constrained to inhale its stench in order to 
Practical sociologists do not seek the theater 
for discussion of disease and sin. No theatrical exhibition of those ugly themes ever 
benefited society or—on the other hand— ever failed to injure it in greater or less 
degree, by obtruding vicious subjects on public attention. . .. .

At the end of the season, just 
as serious drama is gasping its last before the melting and frivolous smiles of musical 
froth, the president of the United States has administered a desperate dose of arti- 
ficial stimulant. The other evening Mr. Taft occupied a box at a performance of 
“The Revellers,” fretted fearfully during the first act, and at its end arose and swept 
from the theater, presumably in horror and disgust. How timely! And what a god- 
send for “The Narrow Path,” the latest—and doubtless last serious drama of the 
New York season! It might have come and gone almost quite unnoticed. But now 
all the chatter and argument of the immoral drama, with all of its sub-subjects, has < 
been brought back to life by “ Dr. Taft’s Own Restorative.” 

Report spread that the boldness of “The Narrow Path” would cause a sensa- 
tion, the more hysterical predicting that it “would not be allowed for a second per- 
formance.” Straightway a large number of the habitual first nighters gave up their 
seats for “The Boy and the Girl” so as to be on hand. They must have been dis 
appointed. Bold, frank to a startling degree, “The Narrow Path” certainly is. But 
it is by no means salacious in the sense “ The Girl from Rector’s” is. It has not 
the harmful! intent of such really harmless plays of the season as “ The Blue Moise” 
and “ Miss Innocence,” -which swish their skirts, wink slyly, and seem to have done 
a terrible lot.

The 
floats enabled the foreign born to present 
the heroic side of their history in instruc- 
tive contrast with the ideals often em- 
phasized in the provincial caricatures 
familiar to .Americans. The mass sing- 
ing of national airs attracted thousands 
and aroused great enthusiasm. 

In the afternoon there were picnics, 
with games, athletic sports on land and 
“water, and something of the educational! in 
the form of a well matured address upon 
a suitable theme. At night the city was 
transformed into fairy land. Llumina- 
tions were everywhere. Fireworks were 
used at four central points where thou- 
sands were able to enjoy them. Through- 
out the day there was individual freedom 
everywhere, but the idea of central organ- 
ization and management was dominant. 
When the long day was ended people were 
tired, but they were conscious of having 
celebrated together a real American holi- 
day. They had gained «@ little of civic 
unity. They had felt the inspiration of 
community codperation. 

The article is worthy of careful reading 
and thoughtful consideration- afterward. 
The program may be adapted for cities of 
a given size rather than for the metropo- 
lis or the small town. But every para- 
graph has its suggestion of possibilities. 
The * Springfield plan” is on -right lines. 
It shows one way at least of celebrating 
the Fourth in saner fashion than by kill- 
ing or maiming young Americans. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The matter of insurance against unem- 
ployment is to be taken up in’earnest in 
Great Britain. The United States and 
other great industrial nations have at al- 
most all times more or less unemployed 
workers, but the-situation in Great Brit- 
ain is worse than anywhere else, and 
there are no signs of improvement. It 
is generally agreed that a remedy must 
be applied. Legislation to that end. will 
be introduced at the next session of par- 
liament. 

Seven large industries are to be taken 
in hand. The men engaged in them and 
their employers will be obliged to make 
contributions to a fund which will be 
supplemented by a state grant. When 
the worker has lost his job through no 
fault of his own, he will apply to one of 
the labor exchanges which are to be es- 
tablished forthwith, and if work is not 
found for him through the agency of the 
exchange an allowance will be paid him. 
That will prevent the breaking up of his 
home and the possible destruction of his 
usefulness as a_ laborer. 

In,modern industry, with its spasms of 

intense productive industry, followed by 
longer or shorter periods of stagnation, 
steady employment for all is out of the 
question” The workman suffers, and the 
employer often suffers also, When he is 
ready to take on a full force he finds that 
many of his old, trained employés have 
drifted away, and he complains of a scar- 
city of skilled labor. 
‘\ Something could be done through the 
joint action of employers and employés 
to mitigate the hardships of the inevi- 
table dull seasons. If an arrangement 
were made for working longer  houcs 
when there was a rush of orders and 
shorter hours when orders fell off, a 
smaller number of men would be re 
quired in a particular trade. There 
woukl not be those surpluses of labor 
which signify so much distress in dull 
seasons. . However willing employers 
might be to agree to such an arrange- 
ment, it would not accord with the policy 
of labor unions. They do not approve of 
anything which may diminish the number 
of men needed in @ trade at a particular. 
time, as longer hours would. tae

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

A lover of children has purchased a 
vacant lot, fenced i in, scattered many 
loads of sand over its surface, equipped 
it with swings, and trapezes, and other 
paraphernalia of play, and prepared it for 
the use and enjoyment of a neighborhood 
where the street and the dirty alley for- 
merly furnished the only place for recre- 
ation. 

It is a good example to be followed 
elsewhere. As this. philanthropist ob- 
serves, there are hundreds of vacant lots 
in the city that might be turned into 
playgrounds. And for every playground 
there is a crowd of boys and girls near at 
hand. “It will keep them. off the streets 
and out of mischief,” the friend of the 
children says.’ | 

Only a short time ago a playground. was 
opened on the north side through the 
generosity of the members of one family. 
More elaborate than the one on the west 
side, size and accommodations being con- 
sidered, it has behind it the same kind!'y 
thought of the children and the same de- 
sire for their happiness. The size of the 
lot is unimportant. What deserves com- 
mendation is the spirit that prompts the 
contribution of interest, time, and money. 

If others shall heed the suggestion of 
this latest benefactor of the children 
many a neighborhood may have its smal!

CITY PLANNING, 

The study of the modern city is a 
dominant feature of: present day investi- 
gation. It is following closely upon the 
development of the city itself. There 
seems to be a general recognition of the 
fact that the haphazard methods of 
growth that have prevailed so far cannot 
be permitted in the fuyire if millions of 
people are to live and properly housed 
in- a comparatively restricted area. 
* City planning " is the expression 
adopted to cover investigations of various 
sorte that are now -¢oing: forward. 

The reports prepared for the Chicago 
harbor commission and for the planning 
of the subway are types of the publica- 
tions that are appearing. What exactly 
is the problem to be solved? What has 
been done elsewhere in the world under 
similar conditions :to meet the needs? 
These are the main questions whose an- 
swer has been sought. No matter what 
the particular phase of the investigation, 
the general results have been about the 
same. The problems of great cities are 
much alike. A good deal of work has 
been done already. 

The executive secretary of the New 
York committee on congestion of popula- 
tion has published “An Introduction to 
City Planning.” It gives a detailed 
statement of ‘the problem. It summa- 
rizes what has been undertaken or ac- 
complished elsewhere. It shows sugges- 
tive charts and photographs. It gives 
preliminary advice as to procedure on 
the part of those who are interested in 
city planning. It lists a large number of 
books and articles on the general topic. 
Light, air, sunshine, flowers, parks, civic 
art, civic beauty, public health, better 
homes, and similar terme are everywhere 
in evidence. The book is an “ introduc- 
tion” only. The people have to act. 
That they may be aroused in time, when 
things can be accomplished at small ex- 
pense and with comparative ease, is the 
burden of the plea of the city planners.

In the United States the markings of thumb 
and finger tips are already in use in a num- 
ber of states for the identification of habitual 
criminals. The action of Lord Minto and of 
hig postmaster general suggests the possi- 
bility of its extension, not merely in connec- 
tion with the United States postal service but 
also with regard to the signing of wilis, 
checks, and other legal documente of one 
kind and another. In that event, forgery, 
which at the present moment is one of the 
most troublesome crimes with which the 
authorities have to deal, will quigkly become 
an obsolete art.

Quietly and unobtrusively King Edward is 
recovering and resuming prerogatives which 
hts predecessors had allowed to become alien- 
ated fram the crown. Among these preroga- 
tives ie that of mercy, that is to say, the right 
of pardoning convicted prisoners and of com- 
muting death sentences. Until the accession 
of Queen Victoria all warrants for execution 
were signed by the sovereign. But Victoria 
was so young a girl when she succeeded to 
the throne and the crimes involving capital 
punishment in those days were of so varied, 
and in some cases of go horrible character, 
that it was felt by the government that she 
should be spared at least this portion of the 
duties of the. sovereign. Accordingly the 
warrants for execution, instead of being 
signed by the monarch, were signed by the 
secretary of state for the home department, 
and since the execution of the capital sen- 
tence was dependent on his signature of the 
warrant, the power of granting reprieves 
passed into his hands. 
Throughout Queen 
sentences were commuted or executed and 
pardons granted by the honfe secretary, with- 
out any regard for the sovereign, who, in 
course of time, was not even mentioned in 
the case. Thus, Queen Victoria had no say 
whatsoever in the matter of reprieving Mrs. 
Maybrick, after her. condemnation to death 
for the murder of her husband, by a judge 
who wae afterwards shown to be demented 
at the time when he presided over the trial. 
That was left entirely in the hands of Lord 
Liandaff, then the secretary of state for the 


home department.

Had King Edward on his accession at once 
deprived the secretary of state for the home 
department of the sovereign prerogatives 
which had been usurped by that department 
there might poseibly have been an outcry. 
Instead of this he has gone about the matter 
quietly. 

The secretary of state for the home de- 
partment still reprieves and pardons, but 
only in the king’s name and with the king’s 
consent. In short, instead of remaining the 
principal, he has become the mere agent of 
the king. This is shown by a letter sent by 
the home department in response to a request 
for clemency in the case of two brothers 
who have just been executed in London for 
a murder in Whitechapel, in which it is 
stated that, after due consideration of all 
the circumstances of the case, “the secre- 
tary of state for the home department has 
been unable to discover any grounds which 
would justify him in recommending his 
majesty to exercise his prerogative of 
clemency or to interfere with the due course 


of the law.” 


. 

It seems but the other day that I was re- 
lating in these letters the reconciliation of 
Don Marc Anthony, chief of the historic 
Roman house of Colonna and prince assist- 
ant of the holy.seat, with his wife, from 
whom he had been parted for a quarter of a 
century, during which time she had borne 
her father’s title of duchess of San Teodoro. 
The estrangement had begun through Prince 
Colonna taking exception to thé gossip 
caused at Rome by the undisguised infatua- 
tion of the young Marquis Napoleon de Roc- 
cagiovine, great-grandson of Lucien Bona- 
parte, for the princess. The prince was per- 
fectly aware that his wife was entirely 
blameless, but he wished the talk to cease, 
and so asked, courteously. the young Mar- 
quis Roccagiovine to refrain for a time from 
calling at the Colonna palace or from be- 
stowing his attentions upon the princess. 
Roccagiovine, horrified at the idea that he 
could have compromised in any way the 
fair name of the object of his adoration, 
blew out his brains, leaving a note asking 
that his favorite scarf pin, a jeweled but- 
terfly pierced through the heart by a ruby 
headed pin, should be presented in his name 
to the princess. The tragedy created a tre. 
mendous sensation in Rome. It wrecked the 
mind of the princess, who, conscious of her 
entire innocence, developed so pronounced 
an aversion for her husband that she re- 
fused to speak to or remain with him. or 
even to bear his name. She took up her 
residence in England, under the wing of her 
mother, who died a little over a year ago as 
the wife of Lord Walsingham.

Last year, sifortly before Christmas the 
daughters of Prince Colonna brought about 
a reconciliation of their mother and father. 
She had apparently been cured of her in- 
sanity, had learned to appreciate the chiva}- 
ry of her husband, who made a point of sur- 
rounding her in England with every luxury 
and comfort, allowing his daughters to spend 
as much of their time with her as shé wished. 
The reconciliation was hailed with universa} 
satisfaction at Rome, where Don Marc An- 
thony Colonna is immensely popular among

No one needs even to suggest which is more 
valuable in all the affairs of the world, which 
has made possible scientific discovery and its 
adaptation to human comforts end useful- 
ness. The man to whom truth is a living 
thing is the man who will steadily seek to ap- 
ply truth to life to make it live. 

That application of living truth to vital 
things is the all important distinction. It is 
that which we most peed to see clearly in 
metters of religion. The great thing is to 
take such an attitude to religious truth that 
we shall see every vision as meaning some- 
thing real,. livable, as opening truth to us 
only as something to be realized and lived. 
Truth saves as it is lived. Life discovers un- 
truth and reveals the power and glory of 
the true. Be what you believe and put your 
creed into conduct and character.

Just at present the dean of Westminster 
is being made the object of no end of abuse 
In consequence of his refusal to permit the 
entombment in the abbey of George Mere- 
dith. An admirer of his works, he was will- 
ing to hold a memorial service for the great 
novelist in the abbey. But he would not 
accord even the little space im the minster 
that would have been needed for the ashes 
of the gifted writer. For Meredith's re- 
mains, in cOMpHance with his peremptory 
directions, were cremated within forty-eight 
hours after he had breathed his last. 

The dean.has vouchsafed no explanation 
for his attitude and maintains absolute si- 
lence in the face of all the attacks which are 
being made upon him not only in the press 
but also in parilament, where a movement, 
doomed to defeat, has been started to trans- 
fer the right to determining the question 
of burial in the abbey to the government. 


a 
It may, therefore, be well to explain that 
the dean is directly responsible to the crown, 
to the church, and .to the nation for the 
abbey and everything connected therewith. 
Independent of bishop, primate, and premier, 
holding his office directly from the king, in 
the latter’s capacity as sovereign and su- 
preme head of the church, he may be 
described as the trustee of the nation for the 
abbey. It is acknowledged that, owing to 
errors of judgment and unfortunate laxity 
in former days, many were enabled to se- 
cure burial in the abbey who were in no 
sense of the word entitled to the honor. 
At one moment, indeed, the abbey seemed 
to have been regarded much as their parish 
church by the burgesses and citizens of 
Westminster, with the result that today 
it is terribly overcrowded with tombs and 
memorials. «eit Is filled almost to the point 
of overflowing with dead. There is but Hit- 
tle place left—not for more than a dozen 
at the most... The nation looks to its trustee 
to see that the vacant graves should be 
conceded only to those whose niche in the 
annals of fame and in the history of the 
empire entities them beyond all qnestion 
or discussion to that distinction, while in the 
same way the ancient Church of England, 
whose past is so intimately bound up with 
that of the abbey, relies upom the dean to 
restrict to the adherents of its rite the 
privilege of burial in the minster. 


ae 

George Meredith, after all, is far from be- 
ing the first Englishman of note who has 
had the gates of the abbey closed to his ne- 
mains. Herbert Spéncer, Henry Stanley, 
‘George Eliot," and a number of others 
could be cited in this connection, and are 
frequently mentioned as illustrating the 
‘deplorable narrow mindedness” of the 
dean of Westminster. But when Dean 
Stanley, the broadest and most liberal of 
all the dignitaries of the Church of England 
in a hundred years or more, denied burial 
to “ George Eliot ’' In the abbey and rejected 
the appeal made in’ her behalf by Herbert 
Spencer, the late Prof. Huxley, to whom 
certainly no one would have ever dreamed of 
imputing Anglican or any other kind of 
orthodoxy, took up the cudgels in behalf 
of Dean Stanley and expressed himself as 
follows: ‘‘ The dean is officially and above 
everything else a Christian priest, and burial 
in the abbey implies the grant by him of 
exceptional Christian honors. « ‘ George 
Eliot’ is known far and wide not only as 
a great writer but as a person whose life 
and opinions were in notorious antagonism 
to Christian practice in regard to marriage 
and to Christian theory in regard to dogma. 
How am I to tell the dean that I think he 
ought to read over the body of a person 
who did not repent of what the church con- 
siders mortal sin a service not one solitary 
proposition of which she would have ac- 
cepted for truth while she was alive?’ 

George Meredith’s domestic arrangements 
were, unlike those of “ George Eliot,"’ quite 
above reproach. But the teaching contained 
in his works on the subject of marriage, 
his widely published views concerning the 
doctrines of the Church of England, and 
last, but not least, his amusing but to 
churchmen somewhat dismaying expression 
that he would sooner die with a laugh 
on his lips while telling his “* best improper 
story *’ than with a prayer or a blessing 
on his lips are not precisely calculated to 
qualify him for burial in the abbey. More- 
over, the fact that his body should have been 
cremated would in itself, I believe, have 
proved an obstacle to entombment at West- 
minster. For, although ‘the incineration of 
corpses has been accepted by the Church of 
England as orthodox, yet I cannot recall a 
single instance of ashes of the cremated 
dead finding a place in the abbey.

Formerly @ number of the burgesses of 
Westminster possessed the hereditary right 
of interment within the precincts of the 
abbey, always providing that they belonged 
to the Church of England and that they had 
lived and died as Christians. But these 
families have either passed out of existence 
or have allowed their rights to drop.

In his opinion 
music is the most social and sociological of the 
arts. He remarks how it has always ap- 
pealed the most strongly 4to aposties of the 
people who make social regeneration the object 
and hope of their lives. The people, he says, 
are by nature musicians. They are not arch- 
itects, or painters, sculptors. Music exists for 
the people, not the public, and the decadence 
of music means the triumph of materialism 
and the loss of social faith. 

He pictures forth one after.another saints, 
scholars, martyrs, patriots, warriors, and other 
makers of history and arbiters of national destinies who have de- 
rived their inspirations from music and maintained their courage by 
means of it. 

In his refreshing pages we read of many a thinker and reformer 
and many a man of action who has found music both a rest and a 
call to work: of Luther attributing to it a moral power as great as, 
and even superior to, that of his bible, and chasing away the devil, 


deep depression rausing himself to renewed valor in the battle for 
freedom and humanity by writing a treatise on music, and the neces- 
sity of socializing music, not as a specialist primed with knowledge and 
learning, but as a patriot glowing with noble passion; of Lamennais 
finding some consolation in the platonic perfection of musical ideas for 
the trouble he suffered through his love for his fellow creatures and 
of the truth; of Frederick the Great, indefatigably learning the flute 
from early youth in secret, to old age, amidst the applause of priv- 
jleged Quantz, building a palace of music, gathering round him the best 
composers and executants of the day, planning and founding an opera 
house, industriously composing marches and concertos, and sandwich- 
ing all these activities in between his campaigns and councils with 
unflagging and lifelong zeal. ‘ 

As women emerge from the position of artificial dependence which 
they now hold the desire that beauty shall interpenetrate the lives of 
both men and women, and be no longer a mere ornament, will gain 
ground, and music will go through the same phases of development 
which have made all the other arts in their day nationally educative 
and universally significant. These flourished only as an idealization of 
the working life of a whole people.

And the music teacher will be engaged not so much 
in showing children how to play as in giving simple expositions of 
musical form, with perhaps a few graphic and historical accounts of 
the composers and their times, and in pointing out the beauty of their 
works, and playing these in sections and as a whole many times over. 

A few enterprising lecturers working up and down the country 
on the lines adopted by Mr. Thomas Whitney Gurette could inaugur- 
ate a new education which would lead to a music renaissance. Music

Dr. Baum’s Amorita of the Chicago Y. 
C. Is Made Favorite in the 660 Mile 
Run.

New York, June 5.—[Special. }—The Chi-a- 
go Wacht club's entry, Dr. W. L. Baum's 
schooner Amorita, started the favorite in the 
race to Bermuda today. Five schooners and a 
stanch Herreshoff sloop, the Marchioness, 
completed the entries and crossed the line in 
front of the Atlantic Yacht club’s house at 
Sea Gate in the 660 mile run across the At- 
lantic. 

Amorita, being the largest boat, is scratch. 
Its-performance will be watched with great 
interest by Chicago yachtsmen, as it is the 
first Chicago boat to start an ocean race, and 
is manned by a Chicago corinthian crew of 
twelve, in addition to a professional comple- 
ment of thirteen. H.C. McLeod, formerly of 
Chicago, an amateur skipper, is the navigat- 
ing officer, and will pit his skill against Char- 
lie Barr, who is handling the schooner Cru- 
sader II., which gets a time allowance of one 
hour and a half from Amorita. The small- 
est craft in the race is the schooner Restless, 
thirty-eight feet long, designed by Lawley. 
It receives the large allowance of forty-five 
hours and forty-five minutes from Amorita.

‘‘Holdovers’ Will Race in 21 Foot

Favored by one of the best breezes that 
ever blew over the course of the Jackson 
Park Yacht club, boats of the big south side 
organization yesterday furnished keen sport 
in a race that was decided by seconds. The 
feature of the afternoon developed in the 
struggle between the yachts of the thirty foot 
class, the honors of which were won by a 
close margin by Kraft and Amfeldt's Jack- 


son Park. 

The Lipton cup racer had a close call to 
being beaten out by Hathaway, Metler and 
Barcal’s Thetis, which finished only-seven 
seconds astern, while Edward F. Jedian's 
Cyma, a small boat, was but twenty-eight 
seconds behind. Everything considered, it 
was one of the best races ever sailed by the 
boats of the club. Cyma won in the twenty- 
five foot class and Keefer brothers’ Wenonah 
easily took the event between the twenty 
footers. 

During the race the wind kicked up just 
sea enough to add a spectacular aspect to 
the contest. Thelma and Thetis carried full 
canvas, while the rest of the boats made it 
with a single tuck. Cyma and Susan nearly 
mixed up at the start. The two were close 
together when Cyma came up into the wind 
and immediately paid off again, thereby forc- 
ing Susan over the line. . Fortunately the 
gun was fired at the same time and Susan 
kept on. 

Cyma Wins Its Race. 


The first leg wes a dead heat to the nun 
buoy and Cyma beat the thirty-footers 
around the mark by one minute. Thetis 
rounded second and Jackson Park third. 
The second leg was a spinnaker ruh to the 
Hyde Park crib and Thetis made it first 
with Jackson Park and Cyma close up. It 
was a balloon jib run to the finish and Cyma 
and Jackson Park engaged in a pretty luffing 
match, which was kept up until they were 
close to the line. .

Game Effort by Hyland. 


Hyland, like Johnny Thompson, Packey 
McFarland. and others, thought he had a 
chance with the Dane, but when the test 
came he was found wanting. He never 
weakened in the face of the machine in front 
of him until nature had spent itself. He was 
as game as any little man who ever stepped 
into the ring, and were it not for the worry 
and the mental strain that any aspirant fora 
title undergoes before a crucial test he might 
have done better than he did. 

Nelson, on the other hand, was the same 
cool little Dane of old. With a smile flitting 
across his iron map he started the contest 
sure of victory, and when for three rounds 
Hyland gave him a run for his money, he 
never showed any signs of worry. He kept 
right on pounding away. To say that he 
hadn’t improved over his last appearance in 
the ring would be folly. He had more than 
he ever had, and his attack was a third again 
as versatile as in the last battle with Joe 
Gans. 

Nelson in the past has been looked upon ag 
a plodding fighter. He headed his nose one 
Way, and then tore in, and kept right on 
tearing in until he hed his opponent: pros- 
trate at his feet. In the bout with Hyland he 
shifted his method of approach more than 
once, d greatly to the surprise of his fol- 
lowers delivered blows from anglesthat were 
not thought within his power because of his 
crooked and handicapped arm. 


Dane a Hard Hitter. 


There was one time that I thought that 
Kid Lavigne had it on Nelson for assimi- 
lating punishment, but I am ready to admit 
that I probably was wrong. The Dane seems 
to grow better under the fire of an opponent. 
He gained in strength against Hyland and 
when he delivered his last blow to Dick’s face 
it was as hard as the stiffest sent Hyland’s 
jaw during the battle. 

Barring Ketchel, the Dane has the stiffest 
punch of any fighter in the country, taking 
ir consideration his size, of course. He 
doesn't start the blow from a long distance, 
nor does he waste any time getting it to its 
destination. He delivers it in close quarters 
and therefore does not have to waste any 
energy on misjudged blows. : 

Nelson and Hyland both fought as nature 
meade them. They did not try any newly 
learned stunts. They tore into each other 
like a couple of bulldogs and the best terrier 
won. All the talk about Nelson being a 
freak of nature comes nearer being true 
in every fight he has. An opponent who is 
«more clever, has just as much strength and 
hitting power, and is as game as the Dane 
would suffer a defeat at his hands because 
there is something in Bat’s physical condi- 
tion that tells. They say his heart beats 
forty-eight to the minute, and whether it is 
true I do not know, but when it comes to 
beating his fist on the other fellow’'s jaw he 
goes at the rate of forty-eight or better, and 
he doesn't tire under the strain. 


Comparison with Past. 


In the olden days, fighters often were 
known to go 100 rounds. Perhaps 1 exagger- 
ate when I say often, but there are many 
cases on record where battles have gone 
100 rounds. And again we often hear the re- 
mark that the fighters of today are not as 
jong winded or as hearty and strong as in the 
days of fifty yearsago. Under the same con- 
ditions that fights then were pulled off. the 
London prize ring rules, Nelson today would 
go the 100 round route as easily as the old 
fighters.

Nelson an Ideal Fighter. 

Nelson stands today as one of the ideal 
types of fighters, or as nearly so as is often 
found. He is of the slugger class almost 
exclusively, although in his last battle, with 
Hyland, he showed more of a mixed form 
than before. | 

Many of Nelson’s enemies, and, in fact, 
many that were not his enemies, thought 
his fight with Hyland would show him up. 
But the result was the opposite, if anything. 
He is stronger in the minds of the fight fans 
today than before. Of course he still has 
in his Way several tough customers. Men of 
the type of Cyclone Johnny Thompson, 
Packey McFarland, and Freddie Welch are 
all to be considered. I think Nelson would 
beat any one of them, but he would have 
to fight as hard and probably a great deal 
harder than against Hyland. 

After al! the talk, and especially since a 
lot of it has come from the McFarland end 
of the rope, I would certainly like to see 
these two lads climb into the ring together. 
If what I can Jearn from McFarland direct 
is true. Packey can make the required 
weight, although he would have to do some 
tall hustling. 

The next big battle now looks as if it might 
be Ketchel and Papke again. The latter came 
back so strong against Hugo Kelly that 
there are thousands who believe he still is 
able to turn the tables on Ketchel. I am not 
one of these, however, as I have been a great 
admirér of Ketchel and had much respect for 
his ability since his last go with the “‘ Thun- 
derbolt.”” I studied him closely, and I be- 
lieve that nature has blessed him with great- 
er natural fighting strength than Papke. 
With both men in shape again, Ketchel will 
once more be returned a victor. 

Ketchel and Papke Again. 

Papke is a great fighter. He had little 
chance to show whether he had improved 
much in his short battle with Kelly, but I 
have it straight that his two beatings at 
the hands of Ketchel have not left much im- 
press on his mind. But he has not been put 
to the severe test yet, and when he lines up 
with Ketchel again he may find himself 
less confident than when he stepped into the 
ring before. On the other hand, Ketchel will 
have greater confidence as the result of his 
success over Philadelphia Jack O’Brien and 
the talk of his being better than Johnson.

Jack Johnson kicked another surprise into 
the critics when he announced that Al Kauf- 
manm probably would be his next opponent.

But for him to beat Kaufmann 
would not add much to his standing. Al was 
unmercifully mauled by Jack O’Brien a few 
years ago, and then in the fight with Barry, 
Delaney’s protégé did not do much; so up 
to the present time he is not taken any too 
seriously by the fight fans.

Evn his child- 

ish games and plays did not inteest him wn- 

less accompanied by music. Agd when he 
carried his toys from room to room he liled to sing a 
march. Not this alone—he wanted the aher children 
to play the same way, too. 

He was a sensitive child, sweet and gntle, and al- 
ways thinking loving thoughts and doingloving deeds. 
Hig sense of hearing was so delicate ani fine that he 
could not bear to hear harsh sounds af all, and the 
blast of a trumpet near at hand made hin seriously il}. 
He was not vain of his accomplishment, nor was he 
afraid of playing before other people... fut he did.like 
to feel that those who heard him undestood and ap- 
preciated his music, and sometimeg h8 parents per- 
suaded him to play by pretending to hin that his hear- 
ere were greater musicians than they eally were. 

Mozart was only 5 years old when ae wrote in his 
exercise book some music which is shofm today at the 
museum in Salzburg as a great treasu® He made up 
some little minuets also. And on one eccasion, so the 
story goes, his father and a family frid@d surprised him 
when he was composing a concerto ge difficult that no 
one in the world could have played it 

Woferl’s little sister, who wag iearly five years 
older than he, was skilled in music, and he and she 
used to play together beautifully. YWhen he was six 
years old and she was~10 their fatier, who was ex- 
céedingly proud of both of them, tak them traveling 
with him to show, as he said, these ‘wonders cf God” 
to the world. They made a long tdp, and saw many 
places, and played before many gat people. 

All the time they kept up ther study of music. 
Wolfgang learned to play the violn as well as the 
harpsichord, and he‘also learned to play the organ. In 
Hetdelberg his little feet flew about pn the organ pedals 
with such rapidity that the clergyman in charge made 
a record of the event in writing of the organ itself. 

In their travels the Mozart children played before 
several royal courts. They pleased greatly Maria The- 
resa and her consort, who received them so cordially 
that little Wolfgang jumped into the empress’ lap and 
kissed her. And the youngest son cf Maria Theresa, the 
Grand Duke Maximilian, who was the same age as 
Mozart, became the boy musician's friend. 

Several interesting stories art told about the boy 
Mozart's familiar way with royalty. When the beautiful 
Marie Antoinette helped him from the slippery floor he 
said, “You are good, and I’'li marry you.” When he 
was im Paris and tried to put his arms about the neck 
of Mme, de Pompadour as he had about that Marie 
Theresa and she repulsed him he cried out, much hurt, 
“Who is that person there that won't kiss me?

Where the StaleBread Goes. 


' By Hugo Mayer. 


HE stale bread which the grocer returns 
to the baker, how is it disposed of? 
What does the baker do with it when he 
gets it back? 

In looking for an answer to this ques- 
tion you will stumble upon a new occupation 
and possibly industry in which a hundred or 
more Chicagoans are engaged end which 
provides them with a comfortable living. 

This new occupation, which ise not men- 
tioned in the census nor listed in city or tele- 
phone directogy, is the peddling of this stale 
bread on the outskirts of Chicago, where men 
who are commonly known as ‘“‘ town farm- 


‘ers ”™ live. 


More than one hundred men in Chicago 
make it a business to buy the stale bread— 
bread which cannot even be 6old at the rate 
of two loaves for 5 cents—by the wagan load. 
Some of these.men have contracts with the 
larger bakeries. They get one or two loads 
of 1,000 loaves each day, paying the bakery 
about 60 or 75 cents a hundred loaves. They 
then go out to suburban Chicago, or tn the 
districts where there are many chicken 
farms, and there sell the bread at twenty 
loaves for 25 cents. 

And it is here that this stale bread from 
merely affording an occupation for a hundred 
or more peddlers changes into an industry 
which~provides a considerable income for 
hundreds of other people. The bread is 
bought by these town farmers and by many 
of the chicken farmers for the purpose of 
feeding chickens. When steeped in water 
the bread’ makes a good gnd at the same 
time inexpensive food for all kinds of poultry. 

*T have a great many customers,”’ one of 
these bread peddlers said, “ who bought little 
houses in the suburbs and on the outskirts of 


Chicago. They buy bread from us regularly, 
not, however, to feed it to chickens but to 
their children. They scrutinze every loaf of 
bread that they get and manage to have a 
number of the loaves so nearly fresh that 
they are just as good as‘ yesterday's’ bread, 
which one gets two loaves for 5 cents. Peo- 
ple living on the outskirts of Chicago trying 
to pay for a home have plenty of troubles. 
By buying stale bread at a cost practically of 
1 cent a loaf and by enconomizing the same 
way in other directions they are able to add 
something to the payments on their home.” 

While the bread peddler brings the stale 
bread home to poor people on the outskirts 
of Chicago many Chicagoans 8f the slums 
and the districts of the other half generally 
manage to get these bargains in bread by 
going down to the bakeries on certain days 
in the week when stale bread, rolls, and cakes 
of all varietiés and descriptions are given 
away at a nominal price of 5centea basket. 

Between 5 and 6 o’clock in the evening the 
gates leadirfg to the warehouses of many of 
the largest bakeries in Chicago are lined 
with women and children, who stand there 
with baskets ready to best the baker and 
grocer by getting a basketful of bread and 
other bakery goods for about one-fifteenth of 
the store price. 

* We charge a nominal! price of 5 cents for 
such @ basketful of bread and bakery goods, 
because if we did not we would have the 
street here lined with people who would be 
coming after it,”’ said the manager of a large 
baking concern. *- There is a fascination 
about getting things for nothing which many 
people cannot resist, and many who are 
not really in need of it would come any- 
way.

After Business Career—W hat? 

With the entrance into business life and 
the changed viewpoint it brings many new 
problems are cropping up for women to set- 
tle which under the old order never crossed 
their field of vision. Before, if a woman 
didn’t marry and had little or no income of 
her own, there were but certain few things 
for her to do as she became older. She could 
become a seamstress, she might possibly take 
a position as housekeeper, but she usually 
went with some married sister and became 
the “aunty ’’ who did all the little odd jobs 
that nobody else wanted todo. Her lot war 
anything but enviable. 

But the business woman of today who is 
approaching this age views the situation 
differently. If she has saved enough to re- 
tire on, well and good. Or if her occupation 
is such that she can continue in it until 50 
or 60, well and good. But there are thou- 
sands of business women who have done 
neither. They took up their present work 
through stress of circumstances or thought- 
lessly, without looking to its ultimate out- 
come. In five or ten years they know their 
employers will want younger people. What 
then shall they do? 

A young women of possibly 30 odd was dis- 
cussing this problem with a friend recently. 
“TIT can’t hope to hold this job much more 
than ten years longer,” she said, “ for they 
don’t want you around when you begin to get 
old. I don’t expect to marry, and it seems to 
me I had better be thinking what I am going 
to do.”” 

She was a wise woman to take the matter 
in hand in time. Many leave it to the hour 
of their dismissal. It is difficult for the ma- 
tronly looking woman, stout and gray haired, 


to secure a position as a stenographer, no 
matter how expert she may be. The sales- 
person of SO thrown out of a position she 
may have held for years will not find it easy 
to secure another. And so with many a line 
of work filled by women of advancing years. 
If by some turn of fortune’s wheel they lose 
their present positions they wil! have a seri- 
ous problem to face. They should consider 
the matter now, like this young business 
woman is doing and prepare for the inev- 
itable. 

This young woman had gone over the 
ground quite’ thoroughly. Certain lines of 
work are open to women of ability and ex- 
perience, regardless of age, and these flelds 
of work for middle aged women she had care- 
fully scrutinized. ‘“‘A woman can study 
manicuring,-and hair dressing and make her 
own business of it,’”’ she said, “ but I do not 
like it much.” 

“I would think of the thing I liked best 
of all to do,” advised the friend, ‘ and see if 
that is not feasible.’’* 

*“What I would most like to do,” went on 
the girl, “would be to take a course in-do- 
mestic economy and then get a position as 
manager, or steward, or whatever you call it, 
for an apartment house or something of the 
sort. I love cooking and things connected 
with it.” 

The friend commended her choice. In 
this line a woman is never past her usefu]- 
ness until she is actually infirm. It is a field 
not overcrowded, and it is a field tn which 
the opportunities are growing. The scientific 
study of domestic economy is most interest- 
ing. By taking up this work the gir! will in- 
finitely add to her usefulness and fill the later 
years of her life with a labor of keen interest 
and delight, one that will probably give her 
more real pleasure than her present position. 

It would be wise for many a business wom- 
an to begin to look at her future as critically 
and impartially as did this clear sighted gir), 
and to be prepared as practically to make it 
yield a worthy harvest. B. B.

Through the medium of SuNDAY TRIBUNE 
ads girls in small towns who are aspiring 
to cast their lot in the business world of 
Chicago keep posted as to the possibility 
of positions, and by reading the list of sit- 
uations advertised under their particular 
line of ability and comparing it with the 
list of ‘‘ situations wanted,’’ base their con- 
clusions as to whether or not the time is ripe 
to embark for applications. 

The out of town as well as the city gir! de- 
pends largely upon advertisements to secure 
work and often through correspondence suc- 
ceeds in making all preliminary arrange- 
ments for a position and coming to the city 
with the comfortable assurance that work 
is secured. The girl who Is not'so far seeing 
but willing to take greater chances relies 
as implicitly on the advertisement medium 
to win her way when once she arrives. 

Employment agencies and their methods 
have been so widely advertised that the 
country girl, who reads news as well as ads, 
usually avoids them, procuring her position 
without revenue either through advertising 
her own wants or answering those adver- 
tised, or through the aid of the many free 
typewriter employment bureaus. 

The first thing the girl from the small 
town in Indiana, Michigan, or Ilinois does 
after getting ‘‘ settled ’’ in a boarding house, 
is to buy a paper and peruse its advertise- 
ments, then quickly wend her way hither and 
thither until finally she secures the position 
she is looking for. It may take two or three 
days to do this, probably a week, but per- 
sistent effort along the advertising line will 
surely result in final success. 

About the next thing the girl from the lit- 
tle town will do is to write home that she has 
a good position and a fair salary, and though 
she writes that she is glad of her good for- 
tune, she adds a little mournfully at the 
close that she is “Jonesome.’’ This news 
spreads like wildfire among the friends back 
home and serves as a magnet in bringing 
many others to the city’s metropolis.

Home sewing and home work at night on 
top of the work of the day have broken more 
women down than ever did the straight work 
of the office. If it comes to a choice between 
health and pretty clothes, the business wom- 
an will make the wise choice if she takes 
health. 

The woman who is overconscientious about 
her work, who fusses and worries and takes 
it home with her at night and stews over it, is 
on the road to breaking down her nerves. She 
should do the work to the best of her ability.

That business man who “ was raised on a- 


farm" forty years ago and who hasn't at- 
tempted soil culture since that time, may 
have some hard, blind rows to hoe should he 
jump Into the work, with al! hiscapitalin the 
land investment and nothing upon which to 
experiment and work his way. 

Knowledge of a specialized, intensive farm- 
ing will allow of $8,000 purchasing a suffi- 
cient acreage, close to a market, which will 
promise a comfortable living to the reason- 
ably active man of 65 years. Also if wisely 
purchased, the land should promise as much 
or more at future sale as was invested in it. 
But as to returns for its cultivation, knowl- 
edge of the work is absolutely necessary in 
competition with the man who does know. 
Knowledge of his markets is as indispensable. 

Keeping as closely as posible to the case of 
the man with the $8,000, the fact that his ad- 
dress is Chicago seems to suggest removal 
somewhere to a home in which the heavy tax 
of city environment is not imposed.

Hardest of All to Control.

HAVE made it a rule not to give a 
relative of mine a job which brings 
him directly under my control. -Where 
I can possibly help it I will not even 
* give him a’job in this house, I will 
give him the best of introductions to man- 
agérs.in. other business houses and will not 
rest until that particular relative of mine has 
found work. But I will not put him under my 
own control. I will not become his‘ boss.’ ” 

Thus spoke the manager of a large Chicago 
business.house who has the power to “ hire 
and fire“ hundreds of men. The manager is 
not what one would term a “cold, selfish 
man.’ He is; on the contrary, a man of fine 
sensibilities,.a-.devoted friend, and is greatly 
intéréstéd in advancing the welfare of his 
relatives; The reason for his refusing to em- 
pley relatives in the house over which he is 
viftually the head is, as he stated it, the fact 
that a relative is the hardest man to manage, 

“JT have found,’ the manager continued, 
“that the only way to keep my relatives 
frigndly is by helping them get a job some 
plate else*and by not employing them in my 


‘own business, No matter how sensible your 


relative may be, no matter how much he may. 
be aware of the iron rules of business, he will 
always feel that you are not treating him 
right. He will always have a grudge against 
you. The least rule of house discipline which 
you will order him to comply with he will take 
it to be ‘meanness’ on your part.

“A relative, no matter how independent he 
may be otherwise, no matter how exacting 
he’may be in his life outside of the office, wifil 
always feel that he is entitled to certain privi- 
leges. He will feel that you must overlook 
ceftain. things because, well—because he isa 
relative and is entitled to consideration. Be- 

se he “knows you as ‘Cousin Dick’ or 
’ cle Bill’ at home he somehow cannot 
bring himself to look upon you as Mr. Smith, 
thé sharp, concise, cutting Mr, Smith, whose 
‘yes’ or ‘no decides deals which go into 
the thousands of dollars in the office. 

“Often the manager has to reproach him- 
self with breaks that he has made, with 
things that he overlooked, just as he blames 
amemployé for such oversights. But when he 
has to hand out a few such bricklets to an 
employé who is a cousin of his and who has 
been wont to ride horseback on his knee when 
he*was a child, this cousin will take offense.

The above manager is rot the only one 
who finds that relatives are “hardest to man- 
agé.”’ -‘There are hundreds of men like him 
in Chicago. Not infrequently these men are 
considered selfish and mean. Yet few of 
those who blame such managers will ever 


stop to think that the manager, too, is a 
hired man and that his success depends upon 
his ability to maintain perfect order and the 
highest efficiency in the house. Even where 
such a man is not a hired man but the actual! 
owner and “ boss” of a concern, he must 
hold to this standard of efficiency, order, and 
absolute accuracy and exactness. Even if 
he owns his business he still has a most 
merciless boss in competition. 

“If I had a son of whom I wanted to make 
a successful business man,” said one.man-~ 
ager, who has been dubbed by his relatives 
as a “selfish man,’ who will never give a 
job to a friend, “‘I would never allow him 
to get his training in the house which I man- 
age. I would have him work for strangers. 
I would have him work in a place where he 
would not expect any favors, where he would 
take orders like everybody else, whére he 
would get the jolts and rebukes which I got. 
In short, where he would receive a thorough 
schooling and be prepared to hold his own 
everywhere and not depend upon favors or 
consideration. 

“No matter how I should try to be severe 
with my son if he were working in my office 
I could never convince him of my sincerity. 
And if I were to drive this severity and ex- 
actness to the extreme he would only take 
it as a sort of unreasonableness on my part. 
Most relatives are the same way. You can- 
not reproach them without offending them. 
You cannot blame John the office worker 
without offending John, your cousin. Hence 
it ts that it is best for men not to work for 
their friends or relatives. If a manager 
wants to save himself unnecessary worries 
he had better mot take into his office any 
one but strangers.”’

Manager Not the Only Sufferer. 


That the relative is hardest to manage has 
not only been discovered by managers, but 
also everywhere where a child or a man has 
to be subjected to discipline and regularity. 

Professors will send their children to other 
colleges, often in different states from that 
in which the parents are teaching. In ma 
cases where a boy has had to attend the class 
taught by his father he was always held to 
task more severely by his father-teacher 
than were any of the other pupils in the 
class. 

But ff it is inconyenient for the conscien- 
tious and exact manager to employ and 
“boss” a cousin or nephew of his it is 
ruinous for a youth to get his start in busi- 
ness under the management of a man who is 
lenient with him because he always looks 
upon him not as a clerk but as a cousin or 
nephew. The young man who has “a cinch 
of a job” in his uncle’s or cousin’s office 
has his good times and easy work taken 
away from him with interest by the next 
manager that gives him a job and who knows 
him only as a clerk. 

If such @ young man has the sense to re- 
alize the defects of his early training under 
an indulgent uncle or cousin and tries to 
correct it by learning the rough but highly 
convenient art of standing on his own feet, 
the damage can still be repaired. But if that 
soft job has penetrated too deeply into his 
bones he not Infrequently is on the road to 
ruin and never will probably be able to hold 
a job where work is the sole criterion.

Pity the woman who does not know how 
to cook—she has. missed half her birthright. 
Never to know the thrill ofsgratified pride in 
one’s own achievements when the batch of 
bread comes from the oven brown and light 
and deliciously odorous. Never to sit down 
at the table to a perfect meal that her own 
hands have prepared and her own brain has 
planned. Never to study out the intricacies 
of Bordelaise sauce and crabs ravigotte, of 
sweetbreads Filippini and sultanafoll! My 
dear lady, you who announce scornfully that 
you think cooking is menial work and that 
you wouldn’t even know how to set about 
making toast—your sisters are genuinely, 
heartily sorry for you. 

In that delightful novel, “The Benefac- 
tress,”’ there is an incident which must appeal 
to every woman who delights in the sauce- 
pans. One of the middle aged indigent Ger- 
man women, given a home by the idealistic 
English girl, afrives and is shown to her 
room. The benefactress, with her heart 
deeply moved by every kind sentiment, goes 
to see to her protégé’s comfort.

The benefactress wonders 
which of the carefully selected books. of 
poems and of essays has been chosen thus 
to delight her in her first hours under @ 
strange roof.

The first.cook books that I can remember 
were little yellow covered affairs which 
grouped the meat dishes under the head of 
‘“ Relishes,”’ and came out strong on cakes 
and pies.

Iron rust stains must be rubbed with lemon 
and salt and held in the steam of a rapidly 
boiling kettle.

Getting Most Out of City Roof. 


Families who spend long summers in 
crowded city flats are learning to utilize the 
roofs of such buildings. Flat roofs may be 
transformed into cool and attractive summer 
gardens. Some of these are primitive af- 
fairs; others are furnished with the luxury 
and care given to country verandas. 

In the last few years many families liv- 
ing in tenements and in crowded apartments 
have found this the most successful way to 
escape the heat. The experiment proves 
that a flat roof of a high building is a most 
satisfactory method of keeping cool. Seated 
comfortably high above the _ street, one 
escapes the noise and enjoys the fresh air. 

A few dollars will change a flat, unattrac- 

tive roof into a pleasant garden. As to the 
furniture, it should be of the waterproof 
sort—a settee, several rockers, and one or 
two tables, and, of course, a hammock or 
rattan couch. The.natural hickory furniture 
with the bark seats and backs is inexpensive 
and serviceable. They make splendid out- 
door furniture because they withstand all 
kinds of weather. The settees come at $3 
and up, the chairs at $2, and a good size 
table is shown at $3. Serviceable, too, is the 
maple furniture finished with the bamboo 
Sacks and seats. 
‘The question of rugs is important. The 
floor needs plenty of them. There should be 
two rugs at least and if the place is large 
three or four rugs are none toomany, There 
are a number of inexpensive floor coverings 
well suited for outdoor use. Japanese mat- 
ting in flowered designs can be bought by 
the yard and makes attractive rugs.

Unless one has some trouble which makes 
the throat swell, the collar should be as 
straight as possible, both at the top and 
bottom.

Recovering Parasols at Home Easy Task for the Economical. 


Can you recover- your last summer's para- 
gol yourself? Some of the most beautiful 
and really artistic ones seen on the street 
last year were the results of home talent. 

A dainty sunshade not.only adds so much 
of charm and fascination to a girl’s pretty 
summer toilet but_is also a necessary pro- 
tection to her eyes as well. This makes two 
.good reasons why she really must have one 
or more if she can afford them. 

Of course, the shops just now are filled with 
_the loveliest light, summery, delicate ones, 
all so alluring that she is seized with a sud- 
den impulse to select the prettiest and lightly 

say, *‘ Charge and send, please.” 
~ “But the prices! Five, seven, twelve, and fif- 
teen dollars for even the simplest ones! This 
puts them entirely beyond the reach of the 
average girl’s purse and so she hesitates and 
thinks again of her last summer's sun faded 
one and wonders if by any possible means 
she cannot make it presentable for one season 
more.

Serving Luncheons in Summer 


A luncheon need not necessarily mean a 
large expenditure of money or energy. The 
essentials for a successful luncheon are taste 
and good judgment or the part of the hostess. 
The decorations and the arranging of the 
menu are easily planned if the time of the 
year is kept in mind. 

If the luncheon is a forma! affair the in- 
vitations should be sent out a week or ten 
days ahead. If the affair is informal the in- 
yitations can be given in word or by tele- 
phone. The hour set for the luncheon de- 
pends upon whether it is given in a city or 
céuntry home and the kind of entertainment 
that is planned after the luncheon. Half 
past 1 isa suitable hour, but where a musical 
program or games are to follow it can be 
set a halfhourearlier. Toilets for luncheons, 
especially in summer, should be simple and 
summery. Handsome carriage and dinner 
gowns are inappropriate. 

As to the seating of tHe guests, dihner cards 
placed before each plate will help te save 
confusion. These may be plain white cards 
with the name written in the middle. A sim- 
ple decoration is to paste a petal of a flower 
in a corner. In warmer Weather a pretty 
idea is to serve a luncheon on a lawn or ver- 
anda and then small square tables are used 
instead of the large round table. 

. 


How the Table Is Set. 

A well set and attract!vely decorated table 
plays an important part in the making or 
marring of a luncheon, The table may be 
covered with a handeome damask luncheon 


cloth. Where the top is handsomely pol- 


ished, a large centerpiece is sufficient. At 
each plate there should be a doily, a plate 
on which the cups and the other dishes are 
served. Large china plates decorated with 
a flower pattern make a good substitute for 
the more elaborate plates. There should be 
two knives, one for the meat, the other for 
bread and butter; these are laid at the right 
of the plate. The soup or fruit spoon comes 
next to the knives. The forks are laid at the 
left of the plate and in the order to be used. 

The glasses are placed together at the 


right, above the knives. The napkins should 
be folded simply and are either placed on 
the plates or at the left. The roll and the 


mame cards are easily slipped into the folds. 
English porcelain is well sulted for lunch- 
eons; most of it is decorated with some sim- 
ple flower and leaf design. 

The center of the table can either be deco- 
rated with fruit or flowers. The centerpiece 
used depends largely on the kind of flower. 
Long stem flowers call for tall vases, short 
stemmed flowers are most effective in a 
shallow bowl. The Japanese idea of using 
the flowers in season is a happy one. The 
flowers and china ought to harmonize in 
color. Daisies, sweet peas, and iris make 
effective and inexpensive luncheon decora- 
tions. If there are roses or tulips in the gar- 
den the flower holders, with ore rose or tulip 
in each vase, make a pretty centerpiece. 
These are especially attractive when the silk 
shade placed over the candle is cut out in th 
shape of a flower. j

Salad Cups Carry Out Idea.

Don't use much paint and powder. If you 
can get along without rouge, so much the 
better.

F you want to hear perjury in the witness 
box of a Chicago court of record, look 
up on the court calendars’a hotly con- 
tested divorce case that is on trial, slip 
over to the county building, and tiptoe 
into the courtreom within earshot of the 
testimony. 

As a further incentive to a sociolog- 
ical Interest in this lying under oath you may take it 
for granted that in this hottest contest—-where almost 
universally the custody and care of children are at 
stake—the husband and the wife, at some period of 
their marital Mfe, have been deeply in love! The deep- 
er this love may have been, the more bitter the feeling 
between husBand and wife, and the greater the chance 
for perjured testimony. 

Almost equal to this venom, and often exceeding 

the perjuries of such a case of imbittered love, is that 
typical old age divorce in which the mother and her 
children are in collusion, with intent to pin “23” to 
the old mah and start him up the pike, hiking for’ sun- 
down. . 
But altogether hardly more than 15 per cent of 
the divorces granted by the Chicago courts are con- 
tested by the defendant. They are of the “twenty 
minutes for divorce” variety, costing from $60 to $60 
apiece, and calling for no more than four to six words 
of publicity in Taw Tripune’s daily “News of the 
Courts.” This report ordinarily finds its way over 
toward the market reports and financial news. pages, 
8o that the average reader scarcely is expected to follow 
It unless interested personally in @ cause.

News of Interest to Sociologists. 

Soctologically, however, this boiled down daily news 
Of decrees in the chancery divisions of the Cook county 
courts is worth a glance odcasionally. The proportion 
of divorce decrees to the decrees in all other chancery 
causes sometimes is astonishing.

Summing up these decrees for each of the judges 


entered on the da} before, Judge Kavanagh's court 


shows three divorce decrees; Judge Barnes entered eight 
divorce decrees; Judge Ball entered nine decrees of 
divorce and one other chancery decree; Judge Mack 
entered three divorces and two decrees in other causes, 
while only Judge. Carpenter for that day entered no 
divorce decree and only one decree in another cause. 
For the day reported there were twenty-two decrees 
entered. granting divorce as against the. total of. only 
four decrees in other chancery causes. This is a show- 
ing of 84 per cent of that day’s chancery judgments 
devoted to“the ‘efficial separation of man*and wife, 
and the showing is by no “means abnormal. While the 
number of decrees entered in all causes may be above 
the normal). the proportion of divorce decrees for that 


day is not above an average.

Proof of Perjury Another Question. 

Judge Mack says that in almost every one of 
these contested suits for divorce the average judge may 
find reason to suspect perjury, Sut to suspect perjury 
and to prove perjury on the part of witnesses, he says, 
are so wholly different as to balk prosecution. | 

Judge Kavanagh, while admitting that the contest- 


ed divorce case may be counted upon to produce perjured © 


testimony, says that it is by no means easy to charge 
perjury against a witness in many cases where the 
testimony is farthest from the truth. 

“ Nothing in court routine makes a stronger appeal 
to the emotions of principals and witnesses than does 
a bitterly contested suit for divorce,” said Judge Ka- 
vanagh. “It is recognized Wy intelligent judges that 
anything which has appealed strongly to the emotions 
of a witness tends to exaggerate his testimony re- 
garding it. Especially is this true of women, in whom 
the emotions play such a large part in their judgments 
and conclusions. ; 

“But with either sex, where the witness at the 
time of the circumstances to be described has labored 
under strong emotion, his story will rieed to be regarfed 
as unconsciously exaggerated. That witness who may 
have seen a brutal murder, and whose whole nature is 
in protest, demanding punishment for the murderer, un- 


consciously will imagine that he is cleser to the scene , 


that he was. Time, place, and the significance Of scores 
of details connected with such a crime will be exag- 
g@erated in the same way. But most.oftéen the witness 
is not testifying falsely through intent; he simply saw 
things in an ee 

Mother Prone to Exaggerations. 

“In the average contested divorce case a wife 
making complaint, and at the same time counting upon 
having the decree and the custody. of her children, is 
prone to the exaggerations which on their face might 
seem perjury. But she may be innocent of all intent. 
In the same class of case partisan witnesses for one or 
the other principal tell of things which they saw and 


heard in most exaggerated light.

_fircumstances the witness may 

: Phe honestly feels it, but through 

examination of cooler witnesses he ig shown to be 

wrong. The law allows that the witness guilty of per- 

jury in one instance may have all his testimony thrown 

out. Here is where the judge and jury must exercise 

discrimination in determining between exaggeration and 
falsehood.” 

In his judicial experience Judge Kavanagh has dis- 
covered that the particular type of diverce case which 
ealls for contest under the most hampering conditions, 
involving perjury and collusion, is that case in which 
a mother with grown children proceeds against the 
husband with intent to get rid of him. 

In this typical case the husband has property which 
is worth while in a divorce adjustment. Often there 
are grown children of the wife who are most willing 
to league with her against the superfluous stepfather. 
Idleness, drinking, cruelty, desertion, anything that 
proves likely to give the old, man the “23” signal, is 
cooked wp, and often the baldest perjury is resorted to 
in prosecution of the case. And often such cases as 
this have. been put over on the old man. where it has 
been impossible to show the collusion and perjury by 
which the evidence was worked up. 


* * 
Man Two Ahead in the Game. 


Occasionally the Chicago judge comes in contact 
with the person who may be said to have acquired the 
“divorce habit.” Not long ago Judge Kavanagh sat 
in judgment in a divorce suit, instituted by the wife, 
who had divorced three husbands, against her hus- 
Hand, who had divorced five wives! 

This was the record in Judge Kavanagh's experi- 
ence. The woman's complaint wag cruelty on her hus- 
band’s pam. She appeared quite a comely, ignorant 
sort of creature of the poorer class, and one of her 
charges was that the husband, who was not contesting 
her suit, already was arranging for his seventh mar- 
riage as soon as the divorce by default should be 
granted. 

But the woman didn’t get her divorce. The judge 
told her that he thought both she and her husband had 
been married quite sufficiently. He granted the com- 
plainant separate maintenance, much to the disappoint- 
ment of “the woman in the case,” to say nothing of 
the husband. . 

In the courts of Chicago in. the matter of granting 
divorce not a little depends upon the personal views of 
a judge as to the divorce question. One man may 
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look more liberally upon the question than another, 
and often on Saturdays, when divorce procedure is most 
active, a judge may have something approaching a run 
upon his courtroom. Judges are no more than human, © 
having rights to economic and sociological points of 
view. 


* * 
Liberal Judge Gets the “* Business.” 

A judge may feel that, where a man and wife can- 
not live together without the appeal to court for legal 
separation they might as well be separated. On the 
other hand,) where a judge holds fast to the idea that 
@marriage is a.sacred obligation as well ag a civil con- 
tract, and sticks closely to the law in his decisions, he 
may expect the less divorce “ business.”

Why don’t the Greeks bring their wives here? Why 
don’t the young Greeks bring their girls, their sweet- 
hearts, to America and marry just like the young mén 
of other nationaHties do? 

Answers to these questions are not easily given. 
The Greeks themselves don’t know the reasons clearly. 
It is partly due to the exalted opinion they have of 
their native land and partly to the object of their comi-

To the emigrants from almost every country if 
Furope America has at one time or another been a 
refuge from political and economic oppression. They 
come to this country with exalted ideas about its free- 
dom and opportunities. They thou ht America the best 
country in the world for people to live in bepause of its 
representative form of government.

America Only Means to an End. 


But the Greeks emigrate to America not because 
they think the United States an ideal country in which 
to live or a country which because. of its climate and 
institutions is superior to Greece. They come because 
they know that one can make money in America, and 
money is what they need in order to live comfortably 
in Greece. 

“America is a beautiful country,” said a leading 
Greek in the Chicago colony last week, “but it does not 
compare in climate with Greece. The Pacific coast ap- 
proaches my country in climatic conditions, but no 
other portion of the country beside it. The Greek ¢an- 
not forget the raisin and fig fields of his native land. 
He comes to America because his own country is im- 
poverished. After he has saved some money here he 
goes back and lives there like a king. 

“The Greek comes to America primarily to make 
money with which to pay off his debts in the old world. 
This aceounts for his nbdt bringing his;family here. He® 
considers himself a sort of soldier of fortune, a hunter 
or fisherman going out to ply his vecation. Under such 
conditions he cannot have his wife with him. She 
would be a burden to him. She would hinder him in 
his pursuit of money. *

Old Resolve Becoming Modified. 


“Go through the Greek colony and yor will fing 
many men who have been in this country six, eight, 
and ten years without havihg seen their wiveg and chil- 
dren. They are here to make their fortune, little or 
big, and to rest in their old age in their peasant home 
in Greece. Often when these people return to Greece 
their children and even their wives find it difficult to 
recognize them. Ten years of a man’s life is nota 
trifle. Life in America either in a camp on the rail- 
road track or in @ rooming house and restaurant in 
Chica go’s west side ages one quickly.” 

However, this stern resolve of the Greek to return 
to his native country even if it were only ‘to die there 
is gradually becoming more and more modified. Will- 
ingly or unwillingly, the Greek must make a home in 
the new world. Those working on the railroads and 
coming to Chicago only for.a few months in the winter 
invatiably.feturn to their native country after they 
have saved sdivié morey. “The Greeks, however, who are 
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in Chicago, who do business here, gradually become 
accustomed to American life and stay here permanently, 
even though they spend much time dreaming about the 
day they will return to Greece. ‘ 

Without themeelves noticing it, the Greeks are 
gradually becoming more and more settled in Chicago. 
Thus they have now twWo churches, one at State and 
Nineteenth streets and another at Johnson street, near 
Taylor. They have here two priests, the Rev. Ambrose 
Mandilaris. and the Rev. Lion Pigers. Some of them 
are settling down here permanently by mafrying Amer- 
ican girls. The number of such mixed marriages be- 
tween Greek men and American women is said to be 
close to a hundred.

Greek Immigration Still Young. 


“The Greek: colony in Chicago is still essentially a 
colony of men Only,” said the Rev. Ambrose Mandilaris, 
“but this is not so.remarkable when one considers the 
fact that Greek. immigration is still young. The Greek 
people have not yet got the right notion about America. 
They are just beginning to get it. And when they will 
have got @t they will bring their wives and children 
here or they will bring their sweethearts. and marry 
here just as the immigrants of all other nationali- 
‘ties do. , 

“I myself came to America with the intention of 
staying here only a year or two. Yet I have now been 
here five years and I have no thought of leaving the 
country. This is characteristic of every Greek. He goes 
to America with a preconceived idea that he is not 
going to stay here iong. 

“We are, however, beginning to notice how America 
is changing all the plans of the immigrant and hence 
we seek to point it out to him. Both myself and Father 
Pigers constantly urge our countrymen to bring their 
families here as this will.add to their prosperity and 
standing in the community. I have traveled far and 
wide in this country and visited. many Greek commnu- 
nities, and I have found that the Greeks who have their 
families here are always better off. Many a Greek 
who was poor before his wife was here became pros- 
perous when he brought his family. P

Advice Falls on Fallow Cround. ‘ 


“We point out these things te. aur countrymen on 
every suitable occasion. That our words are not ip 
vain is shown by the fact that from a totally woman- 
less community a few years ago the Greek colony in 
Chicago now numbers close to 600 familes. During 
the year 1908 we had 120 births among Greeks, and 
during that same year we had about fifty weddings— 


an. average of one wedding each week. We expect to | 


do better in the future.” 

To what extent this urging on the part. of the 
Greek church that the Greeks make for themgelves not 
obly a shelter but homes in Chicago is being heeded 
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here is shown by the fact that the Greek girl who has 
hitherto never made her appearaice in America is now 
finding her way to Chicago. Youhge women who have 
sisters in Greece send for them feeling certain there 
Will be thany young men asking for thetr hands when 
once they come here, and apparently they are right in 
their calculation.

To become an acknowledged factor in American 
life means something to him. He is proud to be re- 
garded as one of the units which go to make up the 
country of freedom.

School Supplies Long Needed Want. 

This youngest intellectual child of the university 
settlement, 4630 Gross avenue, was started for the pur- 
pose of filling a long felt need—the supplying of in- 
formation to immigrants concerning their adopted coun- 
try. Conditions, however, have modeled it and re- 
modefed it until today, in addition to lectures on civics, 
the school also has seven classes in English. The 
teaching of English is done by English teachers. , 

The teaching of civics, the interpreting of the 
spirit of the American laws and constitytion, is done 
by Joseph J. Varkala, a young Lithuanian @ho is study- 
ing at the University of Chicago and who is in turn 
acting as teacher to his own countrymen and to Slavic 
immigrants “back of the yards" generally. The spirit 
of the whole movement, the power behind the throne, 
is Miss Mary McDowell,‘head of the university settle- 
ment. 

If one were to leok for exemplary students—setu- 
dents who instead of hating the schogl room, instead of 
trying to get out of it, are doing everything in their 
power and are making ail kinds of sacrifices to be there 
on time—the School of Citizenship is the best place for 
at. One finds here men who had to hurry’ their supper 


- In order to be able to “clean up” and change clothes so 


as not to be late for the class in English, which meets 
at T o'clock. ‘By 9 o'clock some of these students look 
tired and begin to yawn. But this is not due to care- 
lessness or indifference to what the teacher is talking 
about. It-is weariness which inevitably follows a 
hard day at the stockyards.

the latg@tiage of the world, Wan thefe be a greater 
gift in life than to learn to ftéad at fhe age of 45? Or 
to gain late in life the heritage of Which poverty and 
a despotic government deprived him in his youth? 

That youth to the right is 28 and no less diligent 
than his schoolmate of 45. He is poring away over his 
first reader as if the world depended upon his being 
able to decipher the word “merchant.” The beads of 
perspiration which stand out on his furehead may seem 
rather amusing, but your amusement vanishes the min- 
ute the teacher tells you that he came all the way 
from Milwaukeé avenue to the steckyards in order to 
attendg his class in English and civics. The man is not 
ah idler, either. He is working all day and in order 
to make that five mile ride and. be there by 7 o'clock 
he could not take more than six minutes for his sup- 
per. “No wonder he is so intense. He pays dearly for 
his lessons in Americanism with dis health and with 
his pleasure.

_ $aérifice Carried to Any Length. 

Not only, however, are the immigrants back of the 
yards willing to sacrifice time and pleasure in order to 
be able to attend the school of citizenship in order to 
Be able to learn something about their adopted country, 
but they are not ‘infrequentiy ready to sacrifice jobs, 
good jobs, for something worsé. Among the 127 stu- 
Gents at the school of citizeriship there are many men 
who have deliberately given up goéd jobs simply be- 
cause those jobs demanded too much of their time in 
the evening, because they frequently had to work over- 
time, and cut classés on that account. 

Qthers of the students, whom their work takes out 
of town for a week ahd even a month at a time, part 
reluctantly from their school and return to it at the 
first opportunity. 

The most interesting sight, however, is the class 
in civics. Here it is that the faces of the men light 
up with a fire and enthusiasm which one meets but 
rarely in the other classes. The classes in civics are 
conducted by Mr. Varkala and the lectures are given 
not In English, but in a language which these people 
understand. Thus Mr. Varkala conducts two classes in 
civics on two nights. One night he lectures in Lithuan- 
lan and in the other in Polish. In these two languages 
he is generally able to reach all his auditors. who un- 
derstand one or the other of these languages, even if 
they are themselves neither Polish nor Lithuanian.

Instructors Face Many Hard Problems. 

To watch one of these classes means to face a great 
many pedagogical questions. Not only the terms have 
to be conveyed to the people in théir own language, 
but a general description of the terms has to be given 
in order to make many of them see just what such an 
institution or body is for, what ft does, or what ft can 
do for them. Concrete examples and practical applica- 
tions of things are the methods most favored and most 
easfiy understood. ; : 

Thus the lecturer may give a most elaborate 4de- 
scription of the functions, the workings, and the ma- 
chinery of the state legislature without being able to 
bring home to his class a conception, a picture of that 
body. The minute, however, the lecturer brings the 
legislature down to their level, to their needs and sur- 
roundings he is easily understood. Thus if the teacher 
tells them that the legislature is a body which can de- 
cree tnat the stockyards furnjsh those long white coats 
which they use during thé working hours free of 
charge, the legislature at once becomes a living, breath- 
ing, interesting thing. There Are questions asked about 
it, and practical questions, too. 

With the girls “from the neighborhood the school 
of citizenship has been less fortunate. It has only 
eighteen girl members and they do not attend the 
classes as regularly as men do. But just as a way 
has been found ‘to make civics attractive to the men by 
showing its prattical bearing, so the school of civics Is 
now learning to“make itself not only attractive, but pop- 
ular with the girls “back of the yards” by mixing 
education with fun. Thus it has recently std¥ted to 
hold open meetings and dances. Part of the evening 
on such occasions is taken up witht a lecture on some 
interesting subjec. and the re@t of the evening in aan- 
cing. And in this way pleasure and profit are mixed 
and both the “men and women workers are being en-

IR WALTER SCOTT of Scotland, Charles 
Dickens of England, the famous “ Father 

Prout” of Cork, Michael McNamara of 

Chicago, and William McNamara Ford, 

mntil recently of Chicago, and now king 

of Blarney castle—what a wealth and a 

diversity of ideas and recoilections this 

curious combination of names inspires, 

and how interwoven are they all with the wondrous cas- 

tle of Blarney! 

With Sir Walter Scott and Charles Dickens the 
readers of THE. TRIBUNE are of course acquvairted in &@ 
literary sense, and similarly but in a lesser degree witli 
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“Father Prout,” although he was hardly a less versa- 
tile genius than the other two. 

Michael McNamara and William McNamara Ford, 
however, are known personally to many Chicagoans, 
but few know of their connection and intimacy with 
Blarney Gastie; which Of coursé, ad is well known, 1s 
near Cork City, and all the mysteries that enshroud 
that hallowed edifice, whose far famed and miraculous 
stone has been kissed by pilgrims from every land for 
centuries. 

Of Dickens’, Scott’s, and “ Prout’s” association with 
Biarney I shall deal more fully later on. Now, to Mec- 
Namara and McNamara Ford. Michael McNamara, by 
the way, has a business establishment on Thirty- 
seventh street, near Indiana avenue, and William Mc- 
Namara Ford, his nephew, until two months ago worked 
at the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy freight house in 
Chicago. The McNamaras, be it known, have been for 
generations back the .kings and the queens of Blarney 
castle. Indeed, they have been traced for 120 years.

Custodians Called Kings and Queens, 

They have been the kings and the queens of the 
castle—these titles having always been given to the 
custodians, the caretakers, and general overseers for 
the time, appointed by the local baronial lord, and to 
many thousands of pilgrims from foreign parts, includ- 
ing, of course, Chicago, have they explained the attrac- 
tion~ and virtues of the castle, its strange stone, and 
its surroundings. 

The story is told in the village of Blarney, near 
Where the castle stands, that Michael] McNamara, now 
of Chicago, was at one time king here, but that he 
went to America and abdicated in favor of hig sister, 
Mary McNamara, who died only last July. At any 
rate, certain it is that he assisted the heirship of the 
family to the distinction after the death of his sister 
by. sending back from Chicago with all due speed his 
nephew, William McNamara Ford, his sister Mary's 
son, whom he had brought out from Ireland a few 
years ago. 

The baronial lord, now become, like nearly all the 
lords in Ireland, almost one of the people, looks on the 
whole matter good naturedly with a kindly eye, and ac- 
cepted William as the successor to his mother’s scepter. 
I happen to know Michael, the Chicago man; he is a 
good old friend of mine and when I called at the castle 
the other day he inquired for his sister Mary. I was 
never more astonished in my life when out stepped 
William, who recognized me and who supplied me with 
all the latest news of Chicago, having left it only on 
the first of last February.

How the Blarney Stone Is Kissed. 

William was not so proud or so kingly as to refuse 

to be the subject of a snapshot, so I am enabled to 
send you a picture of himself and his grandmother (on 
the Ford. not on the McNamara side) sitting’ by his 
side. . 
After I took the snapshot of Ford we ascended to 
the top of the castle through a winding stairway, some 
300 feet high, and here we were at last in the vicinity 
of the famous stone. 

Now as to the actual kissing. Not one in a thou- 
sand kisses the stone because of the danger. One who 
has not seen it to understand it must imagine oneself 
300 feet above ground, on a platform about ten feet 
square; the stone proper is ufider an archway project- 
ing about three, feet from the wall of the castle—these 
three feet of vacancy descending for the full 300 feet; 
so that to kiss the stone one must lie on the flat of 
one’s back, be held by the heels so as not to run the 
risk of falling down the 300 feet, grasp two iron bare 
with his two hands, duck his head under the. projec- 
tion, and kiss away. There are many fancy sketches 
representing people kissing the stone, but they ere wide 
of the mark. I tried to get a real pictyre but failed, 
sé I got my own picture taken, also my son John’s just 
about to kiss, but not in the act of kissing, for then 
the picture could not be taken. We both succeeded in 
the actual kiss, however, a moment later. My friends 
will be glad ‘to see me so vigorous. (The photograph 
in which Edward M. Lahiff is shown kissing the Blar- 
ney stone was printed two weeks ago in the first ar- 


ticle of this series.)

their productions, notably by Carlyle, who first pro- 


duced in its pages his famous “Sartor Resartus.” This 
magazine picked up and developed—taking him from 
near Blarney—a young man who turned out to be one 
of the most unique and most accomplished litterateurs 
of the day. 

His name was Francis Sylvester Mahoney, who 
under the nom de plume of “ Father Prout” contributed 
to Fraser’s Magazine some of the most fascinating arti- 
cles, essays, and stories of the day. Incidentally he, 
through Fraser’s, made Blarney more famous than ever. 
He became the associate of Dickens when the latter 
conducted the Daily Néws in London, and when Dick- 
ens, having just completed the “ Pickwick Papers” and 
dropped the mask of “Boz,” he inaugurated the 
well known “ Bentley’s siecelilany,” the first page of 
which was occupied by “Father Prout,” as I have dis- 
covered by reading, as I have done recently, several 
copies of Fraser’s of the year 1836. 

How did I get at these copies of Fraser's? Well, 
maybe William McNamara Ford knows and maybe he 
doesn’t. I won’t say whether I am grateful to him or 
not. I shall only say that he is custodian of many 
things around the castle ané maybe Fraser's Magazine 
of the old days is among these.

“Father Prout’ Associate of Dickens. 

From Fraser's I learned, too, that “Father Prout” 
who, indeed, wrote the song called the “Groves of Biar- 
ney,” and which is known from one end of the earth to 
the other, was special correspondent in Italy for Dick- 
ens’ Daily News in 1846, and Dickens published the cor- 
respondence in a book, the title page running thus: 
“Facts. and Figures from Italy by Don Jeremy Savon- 
arola, Benedictine Monk. Addressed During the Last 
Two Winters to Charles Dickens, Being an Appendix to 
His Pictures.” This referred to the “ Pictures of Italy,”

created. a tremendous sensation in England. by proving, 
or pretending to prove, in Fraser's that the great 
Thomas Moore actually stole hig melodies, his songs, 
and his poems from Greek and Latin authors, citing 
copies of several of Moore's productions in Latin and 
in Greek exactly similar in rhyme and meter to prove 
his contention. The fact of it was, of course, as he 
admitted subsequently in Fraser's, he had merely 

lated Moore into foreign languages.

Musings Surprise Scott and Dickens. 

It was “Father Prout’se” musings on the glories and 
fascinations of Blarney castle and its surroundings that 
inspired Sir Walter Gcott and Dickens to visit Ireland 
and Blarney itself. Poor Dickens died before he ful- 
filled his determination, but Scott came and lingered 
long over the beauties of Blarney. , 

Scott seemingly lost his heart over Ireland. He 
wrote at this time a letter, which I have never seen 
anywhere else but. in Fraser's, to a Cork poet named 
Matthew Wild Hartstonge (curious name for an frish- 
man, which undoubtedly Hartstonge was) a letter which 
Irishmen everywhere will be interested in reading, as 
showing the delightful spirtt in which he regarded the

Way Paved for Limitless Happiness. 

There are countless American homes, some childless 
and some brightened by one or more little ones, that 
might be made happier by the introduction of “ outside” 
children. There are countless American women—not to 
say countless American men—who would be distinctly, 
incalculably benefited by the proper assuming and con- 
ducting of parental joys, duties, and responsibilities. 
There are countless American children, none the less 
sweet for being homeless orphans, or worse, who might 
bring about mutual blessings By their loving adoption. 

“Tt all depends upon the father and mother,” 
says the woman who has found vicarious motherhood 
but little, if any, less sweet than the real experience. 

Mrs. Lillie was a pioneer in the advocacy of many 
reforms in regard to the care of children which today 
are accepted as necessities. For instance, she was one 
of the first—and if memory serves rightly the first— 
Chicago mothers to advocate the dressing of boys and 

* girls alike in play. At her door, also, is.Jaid the pioneer 
general movement of short hair for girls of tender 
years—the so-called artistic short hair “bobbing” of 
today. Not that the artistic side of hair bobbing for 
girls appealed to Mrs. Lillie as a mother, other than 
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the desire every mother feels for having her children 
attractive, but first and foremost she regarded a child's 
comfort. 
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tarched Clothes Like Prisons. 

Her advOtacy of similar play outfits for boys and 
girls began within the last decade, and, as with the 
promotion of every radical new idea, the eyebrows of 
most of the matrons who listened were lifted noticeably. 
Usually the ideas were presented in club talks in which 
Mrs. Lillie gave expression to such sentiments as these: 

“I dress my boys and girls in similar outfits for 
play. The young girl has just the same right to free- 
dom of action and the fear of spoiling beautifully 
starched and beribboned clothes as a boy. Look back 
upon your own childhood, and doesn’t memory bring 4 
picture of the dainty white dress, freshly laurdered, 
and the overhanging sword of caution, ‘Now, be careful 
of.the dirt, and don’t let me catch you with a grass 
stain.’ 

“The average small girl garbed so beautifully that 
she lives in constant knowledge of her clothes and fear 
of wrath should accident befall them, is a child im- 
prisoned, She is cut off from the fun which the boys 
enjoy, and she learns to hate her own girlhood and 
must-be prettiness. In their way the long curls, hot in 
Summer and a nuisance all the year round, are just 
as much of an imposition as the too pretty dress. Let 
the girls get out in blue jeans like the boys, garb them 
so that mud plies are possible and grass stains only @ 
dream, make their glory crowns a comfort rather than 
an annoyance, and give them pee: dvirthright of fun 
and freedom.” 

Nowadaye the little girl with’Buster Brown belt 
and jumper suit is so common a sight that it hardly 
seems possible that less than ten years ago Mrs. Lil- 
lie’s ideas were considered the advanced of 
nowt Eo fore, her own girls and 
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NTO our world of tradition and prejudice 
and superstition science is striding daily 
to hurl unquestionable statistics at our 
cherished axioms, or smite them with 
unanswerable logic, till, after a time, 
they totter off into infirm desuetude.

Nobody is. attempting to dispute th® fact that aged 
couples often do resemble one another strongly, but 
investigations tend to prove that it has been quite 
overlooked that young married couples even exceed 
the aged in resemblance, and that this resemblance, 
augmented slightly by years of constant association 
and common interests, is responsible for the resem- 
blance we notice in old age.

Frenchman “ Shows Up” Old Belief. 

Hermann Fol, the French embryologist, was 
probably the first to give the matter a serious con® 
sideration, which resulted in reversing the theory 
of Shopenhauer and Bernardin St. Pietre and innu- 
merable others that “Love is a result ef contrasts,” 
and put a considerable kink into what Bain calls the 
“charm of disparity.” It was while at Nige, which is 
principally inhabited by honeymooners, that M. Fol, as 
be watched from his window the smiling bridal cou- 
ples drive by in open carriages, was struck with their 
marked resemblance, in many instances. 

At first he was inclined to think that it wag due 
to the marriage of cousins which is more frequent in 
that country than in America, but the occurrence 
became too habitual to admit of this theory. So M. 
Fol determined to devise some test to prove whether 
the fesemblance besween young married people is not 
as marked as in the case of old couples. This was 
no simple thing to do, since resemblance, being 
largely an affair of appreciation, may not be meas- 
ured by any known standard. But M. Fol went to 
a leading photographer, to whom flocked blushing 
brides and grooms, intent on being immortalized in 
attitudes of awkward tenderness, hand clutching bou- 
quet or marriage certificate, and with his aid he com- 
piled some statistics which he considered fairly accu- 
rate. 

After eliminating all photographs which had been 
retouched; all those of couples ho were cousins; 
those who were personally known to him; those whose 
resemblance was due rather to confermity of expres- 
Zion than of features, and those whose qualities were 
not sufficiently established, he found he had 251 photo- 
graphs of married couples, of which 198 were of 


young and 53 of old couples.

to modify initial differences in husband and wife, 
till in old age they are almost abolished, have been 
assigned an exaggerated role all these years,f because 
in the majority of cases the resqmblance exists at the 
time of marriage. : 

One odd fact disclosed by this experiment was 
that in many cases where there was apparegtiy no 
gimilarity at all, there was often a similar deformity, 
sometimes slight, sometimes noticeable. So that it 
would appear that candidates for marriage have no 
repugnance for the particular form of deformity to 
which their mirror has accustomed them. 

M. Fol comes to the conclusion that people are 
led to marry according to the law of conformity and 
not according to contrasts. That is, in marriages 
where inclination is the only motive, the bride and 
groom are mutually attracted because of traits in 
common and not by reason of dissimflarity. Owing 
to the fear of the townspeople of making themselves 
ridiculous by having taken a wedding photograph, in 
dual bliss, the photographs which he egamined were al- 
most entirely those of peasants apd bourgeois from 
the mountains about, where, he would have us be- 
lieve, exists the only brand of unadulterated love to 
be found the wide world over. He boldly states that 
if such a test were to be made, taking the photo- 
graphs of young married people of the upper classes, 
where marriages are made for convenience and social 
position and money and anything but love, the num- 
ber of resemblances would not be two in a hundred!

Proofs Show Fallacy of Statement. 

One glance at this page of photographs, selected 
haphazard from those of prominent young and old 
married couples, should plunge M. Fol into discomfi- 
ture and consternation. Here are resemblances s0 
marked that the most undiscerning eye discovers them 
at once: here are married couples who by reason of 
wealth or title or fame, or all of them together, tread 
the “upper” walks of life, and here also, as it hap- 
pens, are married couples, young and old, who have 
seemed to tread the path of matrimony with notably 
less friction than is usual in double harness. 

Could M. Fol find in his fields and mountains and 
rural fastnesses a more striking resemblance than 
exists between Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Longworth—a 
young woman who might have set a coronet on her 
pretty head and a man who might have let the coffers 
of a multi-millionaire pour into his pockets? The

These are just a few cases that tend to prove the 
theory that charm lies in parity, not in disparity, as 
Leonardo da Vinci, whose wonderful insight at so 
many points anticipated modern discoveries, affirmed 
repeatedly.

N making vacation,plans why not 

consider the possibilities of the 
inland waterways?

‘The 
Indians and the early explorers used the 
Desplaines and the Illinols rivers to reach 
the Mississippi from the site of Chicago, and 
they also used the Fox river (of the north) 
and the Wisconsin river to reach the Missis- 
sippi from Green Bay, making a portage at 
the appropriately named town of Portage in 
Wisconsin. That portage, by the way, is no 
longer necessary, as a canal now connects 
the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 

It is true that, starting from Chicago, there 
is little choice of routes for some distance, 
lake Michigan being too large a body of wa- 
ter for such boating as I am considering.

Here let it be said that except on the larger 
rivers, and even on some of those, the canoe 
affords the ideal method of transportation, 
provided you know how to handle it or have 
a boatman who does. There is nothing more 
deceptive than a canoe. It looks easy, anda 
wood canoeist can handle one successfully in 
a sea that would be dangerous for a rowboat, 
but a novice can capsize one on a smooth lake 
before he knows what has happened. And 
the novice wil! usually go out in a wind that 
nothing but dire necessity would tempt an 
experttotry. Furthermore, he is quite likely 
to take some gir! or woman along with him, 
assuring her in his superior way that there is 
no danger.

Canoe Ideal for Expert. 

IT am not decrying the canoe. It is ideal 
for some of the trips here suggested and 
even safer than a skiff or a smal! launch in 
the hands of a man who knows how to man- 
age it, but I do want to emphasize the fact 
that canoeing on unknown waters is a dan- 
gerous proposition for the noviee. I prefera 
canoe, with an expert, to anything else in the 
way of water transportation, but I want the 
expert, and I don't want anything in this 
article to encourage a novice to start out on 
such a trip alone.

My preference for a waterway outing within 
reasonable distartce of Chicago was Wiscon- 
sin. There is no adjoining state that has a 
larger number of lakes and rivers. It is not 
always easy to get from one body of water to 
another, but many of the lakes are connected 
and have outlets to the rivers. The connec- 
tions in earlier days were unquestionably 
much better than they are now, for there is 
still evidence of the previous existence of lit- 
tle lakes and streams that have now wholly 
disappeared, and it follows naturally thet 
those that still remain were then larger and 
better connected. Nevertheless, the canoeist 
who ts willing to take the time and make the 
necessary detours can covér pretty much all 
of Wisconsin by water. It fs also easily pos- 
sible, as already explained, to reach Wiscon- 
sin from Chicago by water. 

For any one intending to make a single long 
trip from Chicago the bést and most interest- 
ing plan is to do it all by water, but this would 
be monotonous in case more and shorter trips 
were attempted, and would be altogether im- 
practicable if only a few days could be given 
te each trip. In brief. it would be necessary 
to cover so much of the same ground (or 
water) each time that it would prove tire- 
some, and there would be the further objec- 
tion that this would leave little or no time for 
exploring the really interesting waters. You 
might turn up the Fox river (of the south) 
once, but after that your route would have to 
be the long one by way of Alton and the Mis- 
sissippi to either the Rock or the Wisconsin 
rivers. 


> 

Advisable to Reverse Plan 
For one planning several! trips, however, it 
is easily possible to divide the territory and 
céver,a certain part of it in each trip, using 
the railroad to reach the designated point, 
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or, in some cases, it may be found advisable 
to begin at the other end. For instance, if 
you plan the Wisconsin river trip, starting 
from Chicago, you would end at Green Bay, 
from which point. unless you retraced your 
route, you would (have to return to Chicago 
by rail or lake boat. So why not reverse the 
plan, go to Green Bay by rall or lake, and 
make the river journey from there down, thus 
taking advantage of the favoring current in 
the Wisconsin and the Mississippi, where it 
will be of more advantage to you than in tie 
Ilinois and the Desplaines? 

All of these points are worth considering 
in making plans. A little preliminary 
thought with regard to them may save a 
lot of trouble and herd work. If you er» 
using your own canoe it is as easy to ship 1} 
in one direction as the other; if you are rely- 
ing upon canoes or motor boats that may be 
hired it is as easy to get them on the down 


trip as on the up. A Wiseonsin man who 
has covered practieally all the waterways 


in that state invariably shipped his cance 
from one river to another to avoid doubling 
back. His wife was his companion on these 
trips, by the way, a fact which may be worthy 
of mention as showing that the waterway 
outing of this sort is not for man alone.

Rock River Easy to Divide. 
lf the Rock river route to Wisconsin be 
chosen, it is especially easy to divide it up, 
for the Rock doubles back toward 
from the Mississippi and is easily accessible 
by rail. After being out a few days and 
getting as far away as Alton you would 
find yourself getting back to Dixon, Rockford, 
or Beloit, only a few hours from Chicago by 
rail. It would be possible, therefore, to de- 
clare an intermission for a rail run to Chi 
cago and resume your trip later. 

There are just three ways of taking an in- 
land waterway —— and it is necessary to 
plan with considerable care according to 
which you select. First, there is the motor 
boat outing. That has both advantages and 
disadvantages. It debars you from \explor- 
ing many of the smaller and interesting 
streams. It also makes complications at the 
dams and there are many dams on the in- 
land rivers. A motor boat is not easily 
portaged and locks on most of the emailer 
streams are unknown. For the larger 
streams, however, the motor boat is best. 
It is @ mere question of what you intend 
todo. The motor boat ts especially valuable 
if you intend to do much upstream work. 

Second, there is the or lightdreft 
rowboat. If you wish to prs « the smalier 
streams that is the only way. You cap port- 
age it over the dams with no moré of man- 
ua) labor than you really need to the 
exercise and diversion that is essential foran 
enjoyable outing. The canoe wil] give you 
greater possibilities than anything elas, but 
you will do well to so plan your trip that 
your route will be mostly down stream, if 
you elect to go by canoe. It is no dream 
of an idle life to put one upstream at points 
where the current Is strong. A canoeist will 
usually ship his cance to the headwaters of 
the stream and come down. On a canoe trip, 
too, it is well to carry sufficient provisions 
for an occasional méal on the river bank, but 
with proper preparation it is the ideal way of 
covering inland waterways. It is a res) out- 
ing, with just enough uncertainty to give gest 
to the experience. 


Beats of All Sorts Used. 


Third, you may rely upon such tranaporte- 
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this, ‘unless ‘you stick to the, main rivers, 
you will have.to use both: motor ‘boats and 
canoes or skiffs,,and it has the disadvantage 
of frequently landing you at a dam with all 
the beat on the wrong side of the dam. It 
is naturally low water below the dams and 
high water-above. For this reason most 
people keep their boats above the dams. 
There is, therefqre, some advantage in going 
upstream, if you are engaging your boets as 
you go elong, but this is offeet'in large meas- 
ure by the difficulties you will encounter 
when you have to use skiffs or canoes. It 
is‘ not: always possible for a motor boat to 
take you as far as you may wish to.go, but 
a skiff.can always bring you:down. The 
motor boats will be above the dams, but that 
will not help you nruch if the motor boat 
you engage cannot reach the next dam and 
you consequently have to rely upon @ skiff 
to finish the journey. Several experiences 
convinced me that it was better to be going 
down stream than up, in spite of, the dim- 
culty in getting boats. below the various 
dams. é 

Some day: these inland waterways. will 
heve locks where there are dams, and it will 
then make little difference which side of the 
@am a boat happens to be. As it*is now 
many navigable streams are’ interrupted 
every few miles by dams.that absolutely pre- 
clude continuous. travel by any boat that 
cannot be easily portaged. 

All of thése questions came. up In planning 
my waterways trip, and they were stil) fur- 
during it. I first selected

little investigation and a talk with 
some Wisconsin canoeists, 1 reversed this 
plan. It was easier to start from Madison 
and make -Chicago the objective, and it was 
naturally quite immaterial whether I made 
my rail journey before starting on the trip 
or after it was completed.

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Madison Ideal Starting Poiat. 
Madison is an, idéal place from which to 
start on such a trip. Lying between two of 
a chain ‘of four lakes, it has boating possi- 
bilities that are‘not excelled by any of the 
injand lake towns or cities.’ Lake Mendota, 
the first and largest’ of the chain, gives 
several ‘miles of water frontage to the'city 
end over a mile ‘of.it to the University of 
Wisconsin. The Yahara river connects :it 
with Lake Monona,.and the Yahara boasts 
of a complete little lock that enables boats 
to pass from one lake to the other ‘without 
either portaging or running the rapids. The 
Yahara was formerly known by the plebeian

Be name of the Catfish, and to pass through it 


was a matter of such difficulty that all but 
the ematliest boats were carted across the 
city when it was desired to get from one lake 
to the ‘other. . oa : 
There .was.a civic awakening, however, 
that resulted in, going back to the old Indian 
name, dredging the. river, building.a lock, 
and laying out a drive and a gravel walk 
along its:banks. ,For a long time the beau- 
tiful university grounds and the Capitol park 
were considered all that was necéssary in the 
park line, and the country roads circling the 
two lakes were deemed sufficient for drives. 
Since then, however, two or three new parks 
have been laid‘out, and the improvement 
and extension of the drives by an associa- 
tion formed’ for that purpose are still going 
on. 
The start from Madison can be made from 
éither Lake Mendota or Lake Monona: From 
the former it isa simple and easy trip down 
the Yahara. to: the latter. The Yahara, as 
improved, is a pretty stream for most of the 
distance, having. Tenney park ‘for a’ back- 
round, but, except for the lock, that: part 
of the trip is likely to be devoid of inci- 
dent.. True; as you run under a bridge some 
boy on the bridge may inadvertently spear 
you in an attempt to spear’a fish, but that is 
@ mere iricidental diversion.

Reliable Information Hard to Get. 

My start was made from Lake Monona at 
5:50 a.m. I was. anxious to-.make Stoughton 
by ‘noon, and it. is as difficult to get reliable 
information ag to what. can be done on the 
inland waterways as it is.to discover what 
you can do by trolley. Estimates as to the 
time .it. would take. me.to reach Stoughton 
ranged from. four to eight hours. As a‘mat- 
ter. of fact the.run was made. in.two hours 
and thirty-five minutes,-but we came near 
wrecking a motor boat in doing it.. The 
Yahara river is so tortuous in.many places 
that thé letter ““S” looks like the shortest 
distance between two points by comparison, 
and ‘the channel is also rocky at various 
points. 

Oyr boat had a captain and a pilot. . The 
owner of the boat. was.the pilot and his son 
was the captain. The captain was in charge 
most of the time, but the pilot assumed su- 
preme.authority > when the:channel became 
dificult. Sometimes the pilot would stand 
in the bow and signa! the course to the cap- 
tain, and at other times the pilot would take 
the wheel himself.

Dredging Needed of Small Amount. 

The Yahara will almost certainly be 
dredged-and straightened along here in the 
near future. Everybody from Madison to 
Stoughton, and even as far as Janesville, is 
interested init. There is no reason why 
there should not be a good channel all the 
way. to Janesville, with locks similar to the 
one at Madison wherever there are dams. 
The dredging actually needed would be tri- 
filling. For the most part, rocks that a pair of 
oxen could haul. out of the stream occasion 
the trouble. Many of these already have 
been. pulled to one side. 

Of course, straightening the channel would 
add much to the expense, but it is not really 
necessary that the channel be straightened. 
A little dredging and rock hauling would 
make it perfectly navigable for even large 
motor boats. The smaller ones go through 
to the'dam at Stoughton now. | 

Madison has already taken this subject up 
in earnest, and it has moral and -financial 
support all along the line. 

“ The first plan,’’ explained the pilot,’’ was 
to get the government to do the work. The 
regulation pian in this country is always to 
get the government to do everything that 
the government will do. But the government 
is slow. In this case it seemed likely that it 
would be particularly slow. So it finally oc- 
curred to the people who were and aretrying 
to put this plan through that it might encour- 
age the government a little if the residents 
showed a disposition to do something them- 
selves.

There are several dams, but Madison has 
already proved that a dam-is not an insur- 
mountable obstacle. A lock’ on the Yahara 
between Lake Mendota and Lake Monona 
solved the difficulty there. I suggested that 
this was a. good‘object lesson.

“Tt is,’ he said. “‘It ought to help ma- 
terially in securing desired improvements at 
other points. But there is more to that lock 
than you suspect. The dam controls the 
level of Lake Mendota. Other lakes may 
fall, but Mendota can always hold its level. 
The people who live on Mendota are inter- 
ested in that. They wanted the dam for that 
purpose. But the Yahara was regularly 
used to get small boats fram one lake to 
the other, and a‘\dam that would shut off this 
channel would raise an awful: roar. So the 
lock was an absolutely necessary feature. 
They will give you a good many reasons for 
the dam and the lock, and there is some basis 
for some of them. but the real’one was to 
contro! the levélof Lake Mendota.”’

Fifty-five minutes after we started we had 
crossed Lake Monona, successful'y passed 
a difficult place on the Yahara, croseed Lake 
Waubesa, and were entering the Yahara 
again. That was going some, and was only 
possible because the pilot was familar with 
the route... He knew where we could make 
time and whére speed was dangerous. As : 
a general rule, we “ let her out” on the lakes 
and ran slow on the fiver, but there were 
many exceptions to even this rule, for it was 
often possible to make good time on the river. 
The pilot knew where to slack up, but ‘we 
grated a few rocks at that. 

I was beginning to look out for the barbed. 
wire entanglements of which I had heard. 
As a matter of fact I had been advised to 
take along a pair of wirenippers. I asked the 
pilot about this.

B Rights Not Generally Recognized. 

Nevertheless, it is an object lesson for other 
points along the river. Whatever the pri- 
mary purpose of the dam, the lock is a recog- 
nition of the rights of people using the stream. 
And these rights are not generally recog- 
nized. Many of the people living on the river 
seem to regard it as their private property. 
For instance, we found one place where the 
river had been dammed and a tiny power 
plant put in for the purpose of furnishing » 
pretentious farm house and stock barn on 
the bank above with water. The river was 
150 to 200 feet wide at this point, and, ex- 
cept for the dam, easily navigable. Nor was 
this the worst of it. The man whe had thus 
appropriated. the river had protectéd the ap- 
proaches to his dam oneach side with barbed 
wire. He had taken absolute and entire pos- 
session of the river. It was impossible to 
portage a boat without having a wrestling 
match with barbed wire. 

The improvement of these channels is a 
matter of deep importance to all towns along 
the river. The motor boat and the summer 
home are everywhere on the inland lakes 
and streams. 

Every body on the inland lakes and streams 
seems to have something, and you can’t tell 
what it is by the way he refers toit. Justas 
Newport ‘cottages’’ are palaces, so a 
“shanty ’’ may be more comfortable and 
convenient than a “ cottage "’ at someiniand 
lake resort.

When some one suggests casually, ‘‘ Let's 
take a run down to the shanty tomorrow,”’ 
prepare for anything. He may take you 
down in a thousand dollar launch or in a 
five doliarskiff.

“Too early for the wire fences,” he ex- | 
plained. “ We.may strike some, but I think 
not.
